OTTAWA (CP) — Canada 
and the U.S. have reached an 
understanding on West Coast 
fisheries problems that is part 
of what is eimeoted to be an 
intensified effort to reconcile 
differences between the two 
countries on fisheries rela¬ 
tions, ftsheriea ofCicais said 
Wednesday. 

7^ understanding means 
Canada has temporarily sus¬ 
pended a cabinet order clos¬ 
ing die shrimp fishery off 
Vancouver Island to bo^ Ca¬ 
nadian and U.S. fishermen. 

In return, the U.S. recog¬ 
nizes that its regulations on 
salmon fishing off its uiest 
coast “have caused a loss of 
income to Canadian talmc»i 
fishermen.*’ 

The cabinet order, issued 
last Friday, would have 
closed the shrimp fishery im¬ 
mediately. 'Die closing will 
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ly." Trudeau said, “and that is 
precisely within the tejrms of 
the Quebec commission of in¬ 
quiry. 

The inquiry is to report to 
Quebec SoUcitoi>General 
Marc-Andre Bedard by Aug. 
15. 

Breuin had noted that 
former Supreme Court Justice 
Emmett J. Hall, on behalf of 
the Canadian QvU liberties 
Association, had aleo urged a 
Judicial Inquiry into the Mon¬ 
treal break-in and cm-erup. 

NDP Leader Ed Broadbent

PRINCE ALBERT, Sask. (CP) — At least one 
pinsoner was killed and 10 others were in critical 
condition from drug overdoses following a 12-hour 
disturbance at the Prince Albert con'ectiona! centre 
whidt ended Wednesday when the second of two 
hostages was released. 

One person who had been working inside Prince 
Albert Hospital since prisoners started aiTiving said at 
least two others were dead. 

Official estimates of the number of prisoners 
taken to the hosi^tals wei'e not available. 

The first hostage was helped to safety by a 
prisoner about 4 a.m. and the second taken to hospital 
about 11 a.m. 

There were reports the sec¬ 
ond guard suffered knife 
wounds to the back. At one 
stage, he had been held in 
front of a window with a knife 
at his throat. 

At least 8i.x priscxiers were 
taken to hospital shortly after 
the second guard was re¬ 
leased. About 25 others gave 
themselves up during the 
morning and many were 
taken away overnight, either 
to hospital or nearby jails. 

A city police officer said 
about 180 prisoners were in¬ 
side when the second boet- 
ege was freed.

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OTTAWA (CP) — Energy 
Minister Alastair Gillespio 
plans to announce today that 
prices will increase b>' seven 
cents a gallon for gasoline and 
6.2 cents for home-heating cii 
in the next year. 

The increase — resulting 
from a $2 addition to the price 
of a han'ei of crude oil — will 
come in equal stages July 1 
and Jan: 1. But they are not 
expected to be passed <m to 
oonaumers until at 1 e a s t 60 
clan's beyond those dates. 

Gillespie confirmed he will 
be tabling documents in the 
Commons at 3 p.m. today, but 
declined to di^ss what the 
price increases will be. 

However. other energy 
sources said the increases will 
remain at 81 a. barrel July 1 
and another 81 next Jan. 1, 
the figures accepted by Otta- 
w’a and seven of the provinces 
in pegotiations last month. 


Meanwhile, a related an¬ 
nouncement of a new 81.5 bil- 
li<m program of grants and 
loans to help reinsulate exist¬ 
ing homes will be outlined by 
the minister early next week. 

Gillespie, a stremg advocate 
of such a program, said last 
month he might not be able to 
get the funds for such a pro¬ 
posal at a time of government 
spending restraint. 

But the government has de¬ 
cided to introduce the pro¬ 
gram gradually, lessening the 
financial impact of such 
spending in any wie year. 

Ottawa says the price 'in¬ 
creases are needed both to en- 
greater ‘ energy con¬ 
servation as well as provide 
funds to boost exploration for 
new supplies of oil and natu¬ 
ral gas. 

But in the last year the gov¬ 
ernment has been under pr^ 
sure from the provinces to 


use some of the revenue fPom 
higher prices to finance con¬ 
servation programs. 

Energy department officials 
said by relnsulating homes, 
heating bills would be reduced 
and the savings used to help 
pay the electrical bills.

MONTXjOMERY. Ala. (AP) 
X John Mitchell, once the top 
law-enforcement officer in flie 
UnHed States, was greeted by 
jeering prisoners when he ar¬ 
rived at a neaihy federal pris- 
<xi camp Wednesday to begin 
a sentence for his role in the 
Watergate ooverup. 

“They got ywi now. Big 
John. They got you now,” sev¬ 
eral prisemers shouted as Mit¬ 
chell. who was attorney- 
general under president Rich¬ 
ard Nboqn, emerged from the 
back seM a dark blue Ca¬ 
dillac. Mitchell is the only 
US. attorney-general ever 
sent to jail. 

“You’re nothing but another 
convict with a number now.” 
the prisoners shouted. But it 
wae doubtful that Mitchell 
heard them as he made his

way to the administratum 
building where he checked in 
just 96 minutes before the 
deadline set by i federal 
judge. 

Mitchell changed from hi^ 
dark green pinstriped suit into 
pi1s(xi-lstued li{^t brown shirt 
and dark brown pants. 

Mitchell is the 25(h and 
probably last person to be im¬ 
prisoned In comeetkn with 
Watergate. He began Ids 
30-manth to eight year term, a 
day after fomier White House 
chief of staff H. R. Haldeman 
.entered a similar institution 
for the s^e length of time in 
California. 

ITie two men. along with 
former Nbuxi domestic ad¬ 
viser John Erlichman, who al¬ 
ready is in prison in Arizona, 
were convicted for conspiracy 
to obstruct justice, obstruc¬ 


tion of justice and lying under 
oath. 

In convjcting Mitchell. Hal¬ 
deman and Ehrliohman on 
New Year’s Day. 1975. the 
jury found a massive conspir¬ 
acy to hide White House in¬ 
volvement in the Watergate 
break-in June 17, 1972 ^ at a 
time when Nixon’s re-election 
campaign got into high gear. 

Although he denied it. tes¬ 
timony was that Mitchell au¬ 
thorized a 8250,000 budget for 
political intelligence, includ¬ 
ing the break-in at Democrat¬ 
ic party headquarters. One of 
the perjuiy counts against 
Mitchell was* that he lied 
about that to the grand jury. 

. He was also convicted of lying 
about this knowledge of the 
intelligence being gathered 
and with participating in a 
scheme to pay hinh money to 
the burglars.

Ginette Grimard. seven fellow nurses and a friend 
from Sherbrooke .shared a 81-milUon prize, and some of 
them smiled for tlie cameras. But most cuuldti'l stop 
co'ing. 

When Mrs. Robert Harbour of Rouyn-Xor^nda. 
whose husband also claimed one of the top prizes, was 
asked how she felt, she replied by passing out and 
bumping her head. It took several minutes and a little 
shot of cognac to get her smiling. 

At least Glenn Dupiessis of M^treal seemed to be 
happy. He and nine other employees of the Sherwin 
Williams paint company split one of the 81-million 
prizes. 

Dupiessis thought it amusing that his boss was 
afraid he and his fellow’ winners, employed in the same 
department, were going to quit. He had to reassure his 
boss that $100,000 was not enough for a 20-year-old to 
retire on.

Bare ‘yes’ to dignity 


GRAND ANSE. Grenada 
(UPl) — The Organization of 
American States wound up its 
19 7 7 C^neral Assembly 
Wednesday by giving a bare 
majority to an American- 
sponsored resolution {^edging 
respect lor “human di^ty 
and freedom” in the Western 
Hemisphere. 

Tlie adopbon of the human 


rights resolutKK) capped a 
tive-m(xith drive by the 
Carter administration and 
nine days of bonietimes acri¬ 
monious debate at the OAS 
cunlerencc heie. 

Fourteen countries voted 
for the resolution which said 
that “there are no circum¬ 
stances which justify torture, 
summao’ execution or pro- 


icBiged (ietention witiiout trial.” 

Eight countries abstained 
and three were absent from 
the voting. The resolution 
needed'an absolute majority 
of 13 votes to pass.

OTTAWA (CPT Prime 
Minister Trudeau suggested 
Wednesday that Quebec ha's 
the right to limit enrolment in 
English schools until the other 
provinces build more French 
schools. 

Speaking in the Commons 
about the federal language 
policy paper introduced Tues¬ 
day. Trudeau said the Eng¬ 
lish-speaking provinces must 
catch up to Quebe»\ wtiich has 
alwa>’s provided adequate 
schools for its E>iglish-speak> 
ing minority. 


The philosophy of the lan¬ 
guage paper, Trudeau said, is 
.that all Canadians have the 
right to send their childrwi to 
a sdiool in the official lan¬ 
guage of their choice. 

But tills ri^t can be tempo¬ 
rarily deferred in Quebec be- 
<iause of percel\*ed threats to 
the French language in that 
province. 

Replying to Progressive 
Conservative leader Joe 
Clark, Trudeau said he per¬ 
sonally did not feel the 
French language was threat¬ 


ened with extinction in Que¬ 
bec. 

However, a minority of Que¬ 
becers, including the Parti 
Quebecois govemment, did 
perceive such a threat. 

Trudeau said implementa¬ 
tion of tlie principle of free¬ 
dom of choice in the language 
of education would also have 
to be delayed in such areas as 
Northern Ontario until ade¬ 
quate facilities are built for 
French-speaking students. 

.Altliough the government 
has committed itself to the 


principle of freedom of 
chedee, it did not say how this 
principle could be implement¬ 
ed. 

Education falls under pro- 
Nincial responsibility, and 
some provinces have shown 
reluctance to increase by 
large amounts funds to 
French schools. 

Ed Tchorzewskd. Saskatche¬ 
wan education minister, said 
Tuesday In Toronto that only 
three per cent of the prov¬ 
ince's populatkNt Is French- 
speaking and they art widely 


dispersed. Delivery' of educa¬ 
tion services for them by 
school boards carries substan¬ 
tial problems, he said. 

The language paper had 
stressed that providing suf¬ 
ficient schools fo language 
minorities was critical to sur- 
\ival of Confederation. 

"It is incompatible with the 
unity of Canada that Canadi¬ 
an citizens should not be able, 
when they move from prov¬ 
ince to province, to send their 
children to schools where they 
are taught in their own lan¬ 


guage." the payier said. 

Outside Quebec, most ex¬ 
periments in French language 
education have taken the 
form of bilingual schools — 
where students of both lin¬ 
guistic groups follow courses 
taught in bo^ languages. 

A group representing 
French-Canadian students 
from the English-speaking 
provinces pleased a report 
Wednesday saying that bilin¬ 
gual schools only help to as¬ 
similate tfiem into the Eng¬ 
lish-speaking community. 


Although some courses are 
taught in French. large 
numbers of English-speaking 
students at the schools usually 
mean that English becomes 
the dominant language in 
hallways and the playground, 
said Le Federation des Jeunes 
Canadiens-Francais. 

The federation described bi¬ 
lingual schools as "arsenic 
administered to the human 
body in weak doses." 

' Unless a unilingual I’Yench 
9f«L-hool system was established 
for French communities 


across Canada, the French- 
Canadian culture outside Que¬ 
bec would vaniA. 

The group’s report even 
speculate that violence could 
occur unless tlte government 
takes quick acti<xi.

‘Park ordered bribe fund’ 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
The former head of South 
Korean intelligence. testifled 
Wednesday that President 
Park Chung Hee himself or¬ 
dered up a "bribery opera¬ 
tion" to buy influence on Cap¬ 
itol Hill. 

Testifying under heavy se¬ 
curity because of reported 
threats on his life. Kim Hyung 
Wook also told a congres¬ 
sional hearing that Tongsun 
Park, a w*ea!thy businessman 
and Washington socialite, ran 
ihe covert bribery scheme in 
the early 1970s and qnce gave 
him a list of 13 to 20 congressp 
men ticketed for $200,000 In 
payoffs. 

Kim, a political foe of Presi¬ 
dent Park, who defected t«> 
the United States in 1973. said 
he had burned the list and 
could no longer identify the 
congressmen Iwcause, essen¬ 
tially. American names sound 
alike to him. 

Kim headed the Korean CIA 
from 1963 to 1969. Appearing 
before d house international 
relations subcommittee, he 
became the first witness to 
testily publicly in any of the 
various congressional probes 
into alleged Korean in- 
tctlicence peddling. 

Ov.Tilow crowds jammed 
into the hearing room, each 
IKjrson passing through a 
metal detector. Security- 


guards were posted in unusual 
numbers because, subcommit¬ 
tee spokesmen said, uniden¬ 
tified persons had threatened 
Kim's lire. 

Central issue in the case — 
now being investigated bv* 
congressi'jnal committees and 
the justice department — it 
whether there was in fact a 
secret Korean effort to bribe 
members of Congress in the 
19708 and, If so. whether Pres¬ 
ident Park’s government was* 
behind It. 

"Mr. Park attempted to 
gain leverage and influence 
(in Cemgress) through the 
'Tongsun Park Imbery opera¬ 
tion.' " Kim said In his open¬ 
ing statement. 

"President Park, while es¬ 
tablishing a strong dictatorial 
system, was apprehensive 
about the United States reac¬ 
tion. He knew that the opposi¬ 
tion of the U.S. government 
and U.S. Congress would have 
great influence on his dicta¬ 
torial actions. 

"To T)revent this opposition, 
the well known Tongsun Park 
scandal was undertaken. ” 

The o{)eration reportedly 
funnelled millions of dollars 
worth of favors to unidentified 
members of Congress in the 
tonr. of ca.sh. gifts, enl^riain- 
ment and tree trips. 

Some reports alleged the 
KCIA was involved, and Kim 


himself was quoted In a New 
York Times interview as say¬ 
ing that Tongsun Park, the 
alleged bribery paymaster, 
was a KCIA agent. 

Wednesday, hoivever. he 
contr.idicted that assertion. 

"While I was director of 


the KCIA." he said. "Tongsun 
Perk was definitely not an 
employee on the payroll of the 
KCIA. But he offered me his 
co-operation and ... I assist¬ 
ed him." 

Tongsun park left the 
country when the bribery 

charges began emerging.

Rebuffing an appeal by Pres¬ 
ident Carter, the U.S. lower 
House Wednesday voted to 
prevent American money 
from being used In Interna¬ 
tional loans to Vietnam. Cam¬ 
bodia. Laos and Uganda. 

During work on a $7>billion 
foreign aid bill, the house 
adopted 295 to 115 an amend¬ 
ment profjosed by Rep. C. W. 
Young (R-Fla.K to prevent 
U.S. funds from going "direct¬ 
ly or indirectly” to the three 
Indochina countries and 
Uganda. 

Carter. In a letter read at 
the opening of debate by 
Democratic leader Jim 
Wright, had pleaded against 
the restriction. 

"I seek your support to 
avoid any language which 
would prevent the use of 
funds appropriated In the bill 
for bank lending to In¬ 
dochina." the letter said. 


The administration wants to 
preserve flexibility as it 
moves toward improving rela¬ 
tions with Vietnam. The pre.s- 
ident also wants to encourage 
multilateral aid to Indochina 
and developing countries.

THE HAGUE. Netherlands 
For years. Europeans 
Thought of drug addiction as a 
North American problem. No 
longer. 

Three men two Thais and 
a Dutchman — met recently 
in Copenhagen. The Asians 
handed over a package con¬ 
taining nearly 12 pounds of 
heroin. All three were, arrest- 
ed. 

The first secretary of the 
Uberian embassy ' in Sierre 
l,eone flew from Hong Kong 
to Amsterdam. A suitcase he 
i-hecked on the flight was 
opened by customs officers 
and 55 pounds of heroin srere 
tincovei^. 

There have been a number 
of similar incidents. 

‘‘AL.MOST E^’ERT city of 
western Europe is becoming a 
centre of heroin addiction." 
an American narcotics agent 
based in Europe said in a re¬ 
cent Interview. 

The number of European 
users is still thought to be far 
below the U S. nuntber, but it 
is rising sharply. In West Ger¬ 
many alone, registered ad¬ 
dicts Increased to 25.000 last 
year from 2,000 in 1972. Drug- 
related deaths In West Ger¬ 
many. cfie of Europe's major 
drug markets, rose from 104 
in 1973 to 325 last year.

One new las^ provides for 
lohger jail sentmees, up to 12 
years (or international traf¬ 
fickers in place of the pre¬ 
vious four-year maidmum. 
and up to eight years instead 
twx> for domestic violators. 
MOREOVER SIMPLE 
possession of small quantities 
of heroin now means a short 
Jail term or a fine, instead of 
the previous potential of a 
two-year term that was rarely 
imposed. 

The national police In¬ 
telligence unit ha.s assigned 23 
of ita 163 agents to deal exclu¬ 
sively with drug enforcement 
activities. 

The national police, which 
has responsibility for towTis of 
under 25,000 population, and 
officers from 140 larger cities 
have be^ taking special 
training I to shajpen their 
skiUa. 

. .\nd the U.S. Drug IMforce- 
inent Agency has three agents 
at the American emba.ssy In 
The Hague and a fourth is 
being added to help train the 
Dutch officers. U.k miHtar>' 
police have even a.s.signed a 
unit to coK>rdinate with Dutch 
< utsoms Inspectors watching 
lor drug traffic Involving 
American troops. 

Since last November. Am¬ 
sterdam police have arrested 
700 Chinese as illegal alien 
and returned them to Aia. 

"WE THINK MO.ST of these 
tieople were engaged in traf- 
licking," drug unit chief Van 
.Straten said. "It is very dif¬ 
ficult to pitn'e. but if they are 
illegal aliens, that is reason 
enough to eTcpet them." 

Two barometers suggest that 
the Dutch police have made 
inroads into the Illegal traffic. 
The street price of Chinese 
heroin in Amsterdam rose 
from about $30 a gram to 


more than $160 over the past 
year. 

And the vdlume of drug sei¬ 
zures has risen dramatically 
fnxn a mere 50 grams in 1971, 
to 376 pounds last year. So far 
in 1977. the Dutch have seized 
332 pounds, including 277 
poundis in e single Rotterdam 
incident. 

Still, the Dutch police do not 
underestimate tite difhculty in 
breaking into the core of the 
Chinese drug trade. 

Amsterdam is now plagued 
by petty crimes committed by 
addicts trying to support their 
habits. And overdose deaths 
occur at a rate of one a week 
amcxig the city’s 10.000 ad¬ 
dicts. 

DUTCH On-TCIAUI are 
worried that the drug problem 
has spread to Rotterdam. The 
Hague, and even to some of 
the smaller cities, all of which 
have Chinese communities, 
and where the police arc less 
well-equipped than in Amster¬ 
dam. In Amsterdam's rela¬ 
tively small Chinese com¬ 
munity, the ccH'e of which has 
a history of nearly 500 years, 
police find it nearly imptissible 
to penetrate the secret soci- 
ties that control the drug 
traffic. 

‘ If we had any informers, 
they would be found out In 24 
hours and shot." one officer 
.said. 

The Amsterdam drug squad 
itself consists of only a dozen 
men. As a result, the officers 
concentrate on big heroin 
traders and pay little atten¬ 


tion to sellers or users of 
marijuana and hashish. 

Intergang rivalries have 
done some of the police’s 
work. Three top dealers have 
been murdered in the last 
three years and bodies oi low- 
ranking operators are regu¬ 
larly fished out of the canals. 

THE END OF the Vietnam 
war accelerated heroin tales. 
Pdice experts believe that the 
Chinese who were supplying 
heroin to the American troops 
in Vietnam started looking 
elsewhere for markets as the 
w'ar wt)und down and the 
troops w-ere withdrawn. 

The drugs now coming to 
Amsterdam originate in the 
"Golden Triangle" where 
Burma, Thailand and Laos 
meet. Raw opium is 
processed into heroin in Asia, 
under control of Chinese drug 
traffickers, and shipped to 
their Chinese agents in Am¬ 
sterdam in the illicit interna¬ 
tional network. 

In France and Italy the 
r*robiem is less serious, bui 
the trend is the same — to¬ 
ward more use, especially 
among youths. 

Stockholm is another ma.ior 
drug centre. In the heart of 
the city. In a huge un¬ 
derground arcade, addicts 
meet their dealers openly, 
and addicted prostitutes solic¬ 
it customers. 

Britain, which had a en¬ 
lightened program of treating 
addicts with heroin substi¬ 
tutes. has now found that ad¬ 
diction to the real thing is on 
the rise.

Leonid Brezhnev the Soviet 
Union and President Valery 
Giscard d'Estaing ot FYance 
Wednesday ended three days 
of unusually blunt talks that 
produced some sharp debate 
on defence policies and an ap* 
pamt dig at President 
Carter's human rights cam¬ 
paign. 

TTie two leaders signed 
three declarations, whidt 
were carefully prepared long 
in advance, pledging to im- 
pntn'e Franco^oviet relations 
and support detente and nu¬ 
clear arma control. 

In subdued diplomatic lan¬ 
guage. Brezhnev called the 
♦aitai "useful and neceasAry” 
and Glscard said they were a 
"success.” 

But Giscard. perhaps recall¬ 
ing his drilly reception in 
Moscow in October, 1975, took 
strong issue with BreThnev's 
suggestion that France was 
seeking to bring hs forces 
back Into the NATO alliance 
from which the late President 
Charles de Gaulle withdrew In 
1966. 

Giscard also told Brezhnev 
that Franca considers respect 
tor human rights essential for 
detente. 

However, one ot the agree¬ 
ments signed by the two lead¬ 
ers included an apparent re¬ 
buff for President Carter’s 
open criticism of alleged Sovi¬ 
et human rights violations. 

Detente can only be 
achieved "in abstaining from 
any interference in the interi¬ 
or affaira of other states." the 
declaration said.

Hatfield orders fire probes 


SAINT JOHN, N.B. (CP) — 
Premier Richard Hatiield 
said Wednesday two inves- 
tigaticms will be held into the 
Tuesday night fire that killed 
20 prisoners at the modem 
city jail and injured seven 
other prisoners, six police of¬ 
ficers and a fireman. 

One investigation will be led 
by the provincial fire marshal 
as requested by Fire Chief 
Percy Clark. The other, into 
whether there was a criminal 
act Involved, will be conduct¬ 
ed by city police with the help 
of the RCMP, Hatfield said. 

The fire was the worst In 
Saint John history, topping by 
two the death toll in the June 
20. 1877 fire which destroyed 
much of the city. 

Hatfield and Justice Min¬ 
ister Rodman Logan met with 
city officials in Mayor Samuel 
Davis's office Wednesday to 
discuss the fire. 

After the meeting, Hatfield 
and Logan said they were told 
the fire started In the padded 
.maximum-security cell short¬ 
ly after a prisoner was placed 
in it. 


'VhB premier told reportei's 
it was explained to him that 
after the person was put in 
the cell, police "smelled 
sm(^e. opened the door end 
there was an explosion. I be¬ 
lieve." 

He commended the heroism 
of police and fire department 
personnel who "act^ above 
and beyond the call of duty in 
attempting to rescue the pris¬ 
oners.” 

Logan said he understands 
there was some trouble open¬ 
ing the cell doors, but they 
have since been checked by 
a locksmith and found to be 
in wotidng ordei'. 

Logan has asked the chief 
coroner of the proNince to 
begin an inquest subsequent 
to completion of the two 
investigations. 

A coroner’s jury viewed the 
jail Wednesday, but Hatfield 
and Logan said this was not 
necessarily the same Jury 
that would handle the inquest. 

Hatfield said in view of the 
rash of fires in jails in the 
city—three recently at the 


nearby county jail in addition 
to the blaze at the city lockup 
—be had been in contact with 
the provincial supply and ser¬ 
vices department, construc¬ 
tion unions in Saint Jcbn and 
a ccmtractor to speed up reno- 
vaticMi of the county jail. 

He said he also had been in 
touch with federal Solicitor- 
General Francis Fox and had 
received assurances of the 
cooperation of the commis- 
sicmer of penitentiaries in pro¬ 
viding space for prisoners in 
))enitenliariee in Eastern Ca¬ 
nada. 


Asked if there would be an 
investigation Into the rash of 
fires, Hatfield said that would 
be subject to the recommen¬ 
dations that may come out of 
the inquest. 

Eaiiler in the day. when 
asked the cause of the fire. 
Mayor Davis said tiiere were 
several possibilities, including 
.1 mechanical defect and "the 
padding." 

Among those who died were 
men picked up for being in¬ 
toxicated and who were fac¬ 
ing only a few hours in jail 
to sober up before being sent 
home.

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Family law reform 


A ttorney GEINERAL Garde Gardom is wait¬ 
ing in the wings with l^slation intended to bring 
about greater equality between men and women in the 
event of marriage brealcup. Since marriage breakup 
causes much hardship and pain for many family 
members today, it is important legislation indeed. The 
reforms in the marriage laws should assure that a 
w oman who has worked at home contributing to the 
family’s assets, although not making a financial 
contribution, should share these assets equally upon 
marriage breakup. At the same time the law should 
protect a husband from being bled for maintenance 
payments when his wife has a good job enabling her to 
contribute as well. 

The case of Iris Murdoch will go down in history as 
the one to focus public attention on the inequities in the 
marriage system. Last October the Alberta Supreme 
Court decided that a quarter interest in her husband's 
property was due her. But it was an earlier decision, 
and the subsequent upholding of that decision by the 
Supreme Court of Canada which caused many women, 
some men and the Law Reform Commission of Canada 
to stand up and be countetf 
Iris Murdoch had worked beside her husband for 25 
years to build up the family ranch, working both as 
homemaker and ranch hand. Yet. when she separated 
from her husband (and he broke her jaw leaving her 
with medical bills and a paralyzed lip), the Alberta 
court awarded her $200 a month. She had asked for half 
the property but the Supreme Court upheld the Alberta 
court's decision which let her husband keep the ranch, 
the car. furniture and personal belongings. It was that 
decision which caused the Law Reform (Commission to 
realize that "simple justice" is absent from present 
law. 

.After two years of deliberations, the Manitoba 
legislature last week approved three bills that will 
change the province's family law The legislation 


provides for equal sharing of most assets between 
spouses, with provision that commercial assets do not 
have to be divided unless and until the marriage 
breakup. It specifically recognizes housekeeping, 
child care and other domestic service as contribution 
to family maintenance. 

By Manitoba taw. couples will be able to opt out of 
equal-sharing provisions by mutual agreement. And 
while the legislation proyfides for continuation after 
separation of the spouses’ obligation to "contribute 
reasonably to each other’s support and maintenance” 
it also obliges dependent spouses to take steps to 
become financially independent. Unmarried couples 
who have been living together more than a year, and 
where the man is father of one of the children, will also 
be covered in the legislation. 

TTie Coalition on Family Law says that while the 
Manitoba legislation does not meet all the coalition’s 
objectives, it is the finest piece of family-law 
legislation in Canada. Certainly the legislation would 
appear to embody principles the B.C. attorney-general 
wants to cover — equality, fairness, and marriage 
agreement. He wants to provide a more equitable 
distribution of resources between homemaker and 
wage earner and he says that those capable of paying 
for support for their spouse and children should not 
have as much leeway as they do now to back away 
from their responsibilities. 

While details of the proposed legislation have not 
been announced. Mr. Gardom says they would provide 
for those about to be married or those already wed to 
enter into marital contracts relating to the couple’s 
financial assets. 

Whatever the soon-to-be-revealed legislation 
involves, it is likely to stir up debate in the legislature. 
Wlien the debate is over, let us hope the legislation will 
be as much of an improvement as the new Manitoba 
laws appear to be

the good intentions of TTie Council for Canadian 
Unity in its annual sponsorship of Canada Week don't 
appear to mean much, which is sad. 

Canada Week is a period that has been set aside 
ihe past eight years for Canadians "to celebrate the 
achievements of the past and reaffirm their faith in 
Canada's future. " 

It has always been the week leading up to the Juiy 
1 holiday anniversary of Confederation and this year is 
no exception. 

S But how many people locally have planned 
anything for this Saturday or for any one of the 
following seven days? How many, for that matter, are 
even aware of the setting aside of a special week of 
national commemoration’’ 


Perhaps the promotion ol Canada Week is lacking, 
although in other parts there has been enthusiastic 
response to the council’s call for voluntary programs 
of activities by citizens to demonstrate pride in their 
country and encourage dialogue and understanding 
throughout all sectors of the population. 

A wide variety of social and cultural festivities are 
m the works for the week in something like 1.100 
Canadian municipalities, including parades, picnics, 
historical pageants, sports events, concerts, art and 
essay contests, film presentations, multi-cultural 
displays and dance festivals, flag-raising ceremonies 
and exhibitions of ail kids. Companies and industry, 
youth groups and service clubs, native and ethnic 
groups all are participating elsewhere.

Stepped on toes 

Some truth in Young's startling statements 


It IS now customary to refer 
to .America's Ambassador. 
Andrew Young, either with 
ifcprecating noises or stem dis- 
ipproval, although President 
i'arter has not asked Mr 
A'uung to apologize for any 
'pecific thing he has said. 

I have been prompted by the 
•ibove to look over the public 
record of things he has said. I 
lind that he has stepped on sen- 
-itive toes and violated shib¬ 
boleths of the times. But I also 
lind that what he has said is 
either true or reflects a pont of 
view Justified by some facts 
Kor example. 

Mr. Young has called the 
Kussians "the worst racists in 
Ihe world" The use of "worst' 
IS controversial. There are 
plenty of racists and it would 
tip difficult to measure degrees 
el racism. I am not at all sure 
that the Russians are the 
worst But that they do not 
gel along easily with persons of 
Ollier ethnic or racial groups is 
a well-known phenomenon 


It IS also a major reason why 
Ihe Russians make such poor 
imperialists. Black students 
who have been to Moscow's 
Lumumba University come 
away usually with anything but 
happy memories of their treat¬ 
ment in thrcapital of supposed 
Communist fraternalism. 
Chinese and Egyptians who 
once welcomed Russians to 
their midst — ended up throw¬ 
ing them out 

Mr. Young has said that the 
Swedes arc "terribly racist " 
Again, the adjective is open to 
question. But the Swedes are 
not famous for welcoming into 
iheir homes persons of dif- 
'crent race and color. Danes 
and Sorwegians being more

inclined to roam Ihe world, are 
tolerant of strangers of various 
hues and colors. Swedes tend to 
cling to each other. Sweden 
does not have many non- 
Scandinavians within its 
borders 

Mr. Young says the Swedes 
treat blacks as badly as they 
are treated in the New York 
Borough of (Jueens. Well — 
comparisons are difficult. No 
one to my knowledge has made 
a detailed study of the matter 
which would justify a scientific 
conclusion 


But It is a fact attested by 
scores of violent episodes in the 
recent history of Queens that 
the movement of blacks into 
Queens has resulted in racial 
friction along tl)e fringes of 
black advance They are nol 
made welcome in Queens any 
more than they are in sections 
of any large American city 
where they are reaching for 
more spafe into areas in¬ 
habited by earlier economic 
communities of Irish, Jews. 
Italians. Poles, etc 

Mr. Young thinks that Bri¬ 
tain's "old colonial mentality' 
is still strong. I presume he 
means the British habit, 
resulting from having long 
ruled a vast colonial empire, of 
thinking that there resides in 
the British nature a unique and 
superior ability to think 18$ 
other peoples. It would be a 
hard proposition to prove one 
way or the other, but having 
myself resided among the 
British (or some 10 years of my 
life I feel that Mr. Young again 
has a point. Many of my British 
friends do seem lo think that 


they could run American at- 
fairs better than Americans 

Mr. Yoqng's most startling 
remark, made back in 
February, was that Cuban 
soldiers in Angola had con¬ 
tributed an element of stability 
to that country. He had since 
said much the same thing about 
Cuban soldiers now reported in 
Ethiopia. Offhand it would 
seem to be outrageous for an 
American ambassador to sound 
as though he were condoning an 
act of Soviet imperialism car¬ 
ried out with Cuban troops 

But if there were no Cuban 
troops in Angola there might be 
a three<!omered civil war still 
going on in Angola among the 
three major tribal groupings ol 
that country. So long as that 
civil war continued there could 
be no resumption of business or 
trade It is a fact that when 
Cuban troops ended the 
fighting in Angola the Gulf Oil 
Co. resumed the flow- of oil 
from Angola to the Western 
world

Cubans are now reported in 
Etbiopia. Mr. Young says they 
may stop the killing there 
They may. They are the only 
troops from outside which might 
be used right now (or such a 
purpose. The killing in Ethiopia 
has been brutal and massive It 
oug^t to be stopped. 

Americans are not going to 
do it. Americans are getting 
out of Ethiopia. No white 
country is going to do a thing to 
stop that killing in Ethiopia. 
Besides, the United States and 
its aiUes are more interested 
right now in Somalia than in 
Ethiopia. If they can trade off a 
new position In Somalia for 
ihetr old one in Ethiopia thev 


will count themselves ahead ol 
the game 

The Cubans can operate 
Angola and Ethiopia bwause 
their troops are mostly dark 
skinned, being either black or 
of mixed blood. They don’t look 
white. Besides, they 
themselves have cast off two 
former imperial yokes, first 
Spanish, then American 

It is ironic, of course, that 
American business could 
benefit from having Soviet- 
backed Cuban troops provide 
law and order in Angola — and 
perhaps soon in Ethiopia. Rus¬ 
sians could not do it themselves 
any more than Americans 
could . Russians are also white 
But Cubans can 

Mr. Young is having fun say¬ 
ing things in overstrong term’s 
Obviously, he enjoys shocking 
others But there is usually 
some truth behind his startling 
statements

But 
didn't Prime Minister Pierre 
Trudeau himself only recently 
pooh-pooh the very idea? 

Sure he did. But remember, 
if you will, how before the last 
election, in fact, all during Ihe 
campai^. he scorned wage 
and price contols as "use¬ 
less." even damaging to the 
economy, and then, im¬ 
mediately after returning to 
power, he slapped them on.

One. prompted by 
cold analysis of Trudeau's 
record (particularly his choice 
of Bourassa. his constitutional 
rigidity and confrontation tac¬ 
tics, his dismantling of inter¬ 
nal security measines. his as¬ 
surances that separatism was 
dead, and bis crippling of the 
economy) would have forced 
the Liberal party to dump 
Trudeau in a hurry and get a 
new leader. 

The other, prompted by the 
comfortable habit of shutting 


eyes to unpleasant reality and 
relying on goveniment to solve 
all problems, was to do 
nothing. Trudeau, who years 
before entering politics told 
one of his academic colleagues 
that, in his estimation. 
Canada's electorate was at 
least, as naive, immature and 
gullible as any in the ertierg- 
ing 'fhird World countries, con¬ 
fidently expected a stampede 
for the second choice. Which 
explains the supreme con¬ 
fidence of his assurances to the 
faithful in the dark days of last 
year that he would work a 
miracle before the next elec- 
tkio never mind opinion polls.

There 
was a creek for coho and 
one for dog salmon and 
there was cod to be had here 
hx). and crabs to make your 
mouth water, clams and tit¬ 
tle neck clams and there 
was the native oyster, that 
has been picked up out of ex¬ 
istence. These incidentally, 
were the reason our people 
moved from the bay area to 
Shell Beach. They were so 


numerous, they cut the feet 
of our ancestors when they 
pulled their canoes in or oul 
of the water 

In the spring when the 
salmon berries ripened we 
came in our canoes to pick 
these berries that were so 
bountiful at the place you 
now call Ivy Green. 

In the early spring the 
herring came to spawn in 
Ihe bay Now when they 
come, they are killed by the 
mud that is churned up by 
the logging industry 

It is because of the 
economy and our own 
changed values: we are as 
much to blame for the pollu¬ 
tion of our environment. 

Obviously, we cannot 
bring back the harbor to its 
ori^nal state, ever again, un¬ 
less we all go back to the 
canoe as tramportatiao. 

But we can start, and one 
way of doing that is becom¬ 
ing aware of our situation ai 
human beings. 

Learn again to live ariUi 
our fragile environment. 

As we changed our vahiet 
we closed our eves and 


hearts to what was happen¬ 
ing to our environment. 

We told our elders to keep 
quiet when they told us we 
were going wrong. 

We told them we have 
gone to the white man's 
school, he has taught us 
what is right: your ways are 
no longer valid in this age 
And so they closed their 
mouths, they no longer 
spoke and so their ways died 
with them and we reap what 
we have sown to our sorrow 
and to our children's 
children — if we do not rec¬ 
tify what already has been 
done. 

We can no longer uy to 
the white man. you did it. 
You clean it up. 

We are as much to blame 
because we allowed our 
values to be changed.

But all that aside, the proposed McDonald's will not be a 
free-standing outlet, but a regular two-storey affair with a 
seating capacity of 260.

Two years after Victoria's tough sign bylaw went into ef¬ 
fect. the city has finally decided to go after offenders. 

City engineer John Sansom estimates that about 28 out of 
the original 700 signs are still in contravention ol the code 

The sign bylaw, which banned roof signs, billboards and 
third-party advertising signs, was one of the best pieces of 
legislation introduced during Peter Pollen’s terms as mayor. 

I'm sure we would be amazed if all the signs and billboards 
came back overnight. Whether we now realize it or not, they 
contributed much to the visual pollution in Victoria. 

Die fact that 630 or so signs and billboards were removed 
without much fuss speaks highly of the diplomatic efforts of 
the city’s staff and of the co-operative attitude displayed by 
the majority of the city’s merchants.

Self-help health 


Jogging starts where medicine stops 


By BAVL DE OROOT 


Diyden’a words, although 
wTitten 300 years ago. were 
never mcav appropriate than 
today. Medical science is 
reaching a point ol dlminlslv 
ing returns, where significant 
and expensive advances in 
technok)^ and drugs are no 
longer resulting in better 
average health for the body 
politic. 

The cuhirit is “lifestyle’' 
-'more fo^, more smoking, 
more alchol, more stress, less 
exercise, and less woric than a 
century ago, when one-third 
of all goods and services were 
produced by pineal labor. 
Today, less than one per c«it 
ot the wortc in our highly-au¬ 
tomated society is deme by 
manpow-er. 

Complains one authority: 
“If heart disease were com¬ 
municable. it would be consid¬ 
ered a raging epidemic." 

Another says that the most 
significuit advance In health 
care today would not be the 
artificial hearb pancreas, or 
kidney, but the demise ot 
smoking. 

In 1975, worker absenteeism 
was responsiMe for eight 
times as many lost man-days 
as strikes, for an estimated 
cost of $3.8 billion to Canadian 
companies. 

Recognizing the cost, and 
the benefits to be gained from 
healthy employees who feel 
good and can handle stress, 
some Canadian companies 
are providing fitness pro¬ 
grams for their employees. 

Victoria lacks the large 
firms that are the most com¬ 
mon patrons of such pro¬ 
grams, but the city's lajgsst 


employer, the B.C govem- 
ment, has one. and the Royal 
Jubilee Hospital is creating 
an awareness of fitness 
among its employees. 

Rc^al Jubilee's program Is 
an adjunct to the hospital's 
health services program, 
which handles routine matters 
of employee health, woricer’s 
compensation, immunization 
and so on. 

But, with the help of » sum¬ 
mer student EIll Richter, the 
hospital is making a compu¬ 
terized “health hazard ap¬ 
praisal" available to as many 
employees as possible. The 
employee fills out a sheet list¬ 
ing pertinent medicab exer^ 
else, and personal data, and 
the resulting computer rea¬ 
dout lists the chance of dying 
irom a number of the most 
common causes. 

The Royal Jubilee health 
services program is also in¬ 
volved in routinely testing the 
health of new employees, 
using bicycle ergometers and 
the Canadian Ifome Fitness 
Test, and assists with a 
fitness class for student 
nurses at die h<»pital. 

“I wtuld like to say that 
we’Ve got everyone out jog¬ 
ging or walking or something, 
but it is hard to get people 
motivated." Dr. Don Horton, 
the physician who looks after 
the program, said. 

Their main task Is to pro¬ 
vide that motivation through 
special classes and activities. 
Norma Halbert, the program 
nurse, said. 

At the B.C. government 
Employee Fitness Program 
centre on Superior Street, the 
program goes a little further.

The centre features a dozen 
or so exercise cycles, jogging 
machines, maps of jogging 
routes- and lots of help. 

The walls are covered with 


suggestions for exercises 
keyed to various levels of 
fitness, and two full-time 
fitness directors work with 
the centre's users. A nurse, 
dietician and nutritionist are 
also on call. 


About 325 people use the 
centre on a regular basis, and 
another 125-150 are involved 
in group classes outside the 
centre. 

The centre has two Impor¬ 
tant attributes for any em- 


Office tvorkouts can save lives 


For some emptoyees, a 
fitness program sh^d be 
part of the job, University of 
\Tctoria physical educatlm 
professor Martin Oollis says. 

P'iremen, policemen, medi¬ 
cal personnel, and l^s and 
truck driv’ers hold jobs in 
which a suddm health break¬ 
down such as a heart attack, 
can have fatal consequences 
for not only the en^loj^, but 
the puUie as well. 

Some occupations already 
have “regulated health 
status," OoUis says In his 
book En^doyee Fitness, writ¬ 
ten for the mlnistzy of state 
fm* fitness and amateur iport. 

Airline {dkrts, air traffic 
controllers, and overhead 
crane operators are required 


to pass regular idiysical ex¬ 
aminations, and in the case of 
airline pitots they are strin¬ 
gent enough that only half of 
them make it to the manda¬ 
tory retirement age. 

■ Few of die jobs where good 
health is critical are strenu¬ 
ous enough in themselves to 
keep the emptayees fit. Po4i- 
cemen, for instance, may not 
get much exercise in a patrol 
car or behind a desk- but they 
can be suddenly faced with a 
situation which requires a 
sustained physical response. 

Emergencies are ctften ac¬ 
companied by a hi^ hor¬ 
monal output, of adrenalin for 
instance, which puts further 
stress on the body. CoUis 
notes. 


Truck drivers get virtually 
no fitness benefits from their 
jobs, and they might have 
trouble controlling their die¬ 
tary intake, crucial to good 
fitness, on a long-distance 
haul. 

Yet they have In their 
hands as much as 50 tons of 
ma<dune. hurtling along pub¬ 
lic roads, along with much 
smaller private vehicles, at 55 
miles an hour and faster. 

Locally, all fire and police 
departments require their in- 
emning personnel to pass a 
thorough physical examina¬ 
tion, and Greater Victoria’s 
elite Emergency Response 
Team has additional physical 
fitness screwing.

Communications walkout

is more or less left up to the 
individual to maintain, and 
some do it better than others. 

Firemen have an advan¬ 
tage. with their daily two-hour 
drills. 

Saanich training director 
Lt. Paul Smith says the men 
are called on to <^rry 200- 
pomd and 40-pound ladders, 
and heavy rolls of hose during 
the drills. The flrehaU itself 
has a training rocMn with 
weights in it. 

This kind of woric will prob¬ 
ably ensure one component of 
fitness — strength — and 
should be good for muscle 
tone and flexibility as well. 
But its contribution to the all- 
imp<Miant stamina and car- 
dU>vascular fitness (heart at¬ 
tacks are respcmsible for 
more deaths than all odier 
causes ccanbined) is relative¬ 
ly small. 

Firemen and policeman 
tend to be athletic and out¬ 
doors types in the first place. 
Victoria fire Chief Eric Sim¬ 
mons estimates that 7D to 80 
per cent of his men participa¬ 
te in outside athletic pro¬ 
grams. 

With all those fit peo|^ 
around^ he s^rs, there are 
strong peer pressures at 
work. 

“The guy who gets stout 
gets kidded by the other guys 
until he does something about 
it." 

Nevertheless, In the ab¬ 


sence of regular fitness evalu- 
atiems, the fitness of local po¬ 
lice and firemen is a hit-and- 
miss propositiOD. 

Yes. their average level of 
fitness is probably higher 
than that of the average popu¬ 
lation. But in an emergency, 
one likes to tiiink that the od^ 
are better than that afforded 
by the law of averages. 


ployee fitness prt%ram*-it is 
close enough for people to 
use on their lunch b(^, and it 
has showers. 

Everyone who comes in to 
use the program (only gov¬ 
ernment employees may use 
it. at no cost to themselves) is 
given a fitness assessment, 
and then a suggested program 
for fitness it worked out. 

“The hardest part is getting 
people tiutxigh the door,” 
(>>rdon Stawart, director of 
the fitness centre says. Even 
the short walk from tiie Par¬ 
liament Buildingt is enough to 
deter many people (including 
all MLAs) from participating. 

But Stewart and his staff 
keep plugging away by mak¬ 
ing sure that program infor¬ 
mation is available to as 
many groups as possible, pro¬ 
viding exercise programs in 
other city offices where there 
is enough demand, and pub¬ 
lishing a snappy little newslet¬ 
ter, the Square Wheel, which 
lays to rest the idea that stay¬ 
ing fit is somehow boring. 

To really be effective, a 
fitness program must be fun. 
Stewart said. 

"For most people the only 
way tiiey are going to stay ac¬ 
tive throughout their life is if 
they can do something they 
like." 

The fitness centre was 
somewhat limited in the facil¬ 
ities it offered and was really 
only designed to get people 
through the “reconditioning 
phase." Stewart said. Once 
they have achieved a sati^c- 
tory level of stamina, strength 
and flexibility they can tackle 
a more purposeful activity on 
their own. or at one of the 
local recreation centres. 

“With all the facilities we 
have In N^torla it would be 
hard to justify an elaborate 
fitness centre here," Stowdrt 
said. 

It is not so mudi the elabo¬ 
rate facilities that the city 
needs as the small ones, 
Stewart maintains. 

He suggests that local 
bylaws should require an ex¬ 
ercise facility, bike parking or 
at least shc^’ers in every 
large (^ce building. 

“Not many people are likely 
to ride bfices in from Gordon 
Head it there is no idace to 


shower when they get to 
work." 

Dr. Martin GoUis, a physi¬ 
cal education professor at tiie 
University of Victoria and au¬ 
thor of a new book on em¬ 
ployee fitness publirtied by 
the federal government, 
agrees. 

“A huge c^ce facility with 
no locdcers or showers foctli- 
ties is a definite health haz¬ 
ard," CoUis said. 

“People are spending eight 
to ten hours a day there in 
purely sedentary activity.” 

Ool^ distinguished between 
a company recreation pro¬ 
gram and a fitness progrom. 

“A recreation program pro¬ 
vides an outlet for skills, but 
a fimess program is designed 
for people without skills and 
without fitness." 

In his examination of fitnes.s 
programs in the U.S. and 
Canada, Oollis found them to 
vary enormously in size and 
scope. 

Some simply consist of pro¬ 
vision for showers. Others add 
an ^cercise room, while the 
largest programs include full¬ 
time fitness directors and in¬ 
door training facilities such as 
tracks, gymnasiums and ball 
courts. 

An effective fitness pro¬ 
gram must provide strong 
leaders, easy access and must 
get to the people who need 
fitness. This requires co¬ 
operation from the company 


and a good publicity cam¬ 
paign. 

, "A a m a 11 staff-generated 
fitness program tends to be 
the fit looking after the fit," 
CbUia says. To reach thoM 
who need it, a fitness pro¬ 
gram iboidd involve at least 
25 to 30 per cent cf a com¬ 
pany's emplc^ees, be says. 

An employer may not 
always see the results of his 
fitness program on “the bot¬ 
tom line," but they are usual¬ 
ly evident where ^ program 
has attracted large numbers 
of pec^le who do not get regu¬ 
lar exercise. 

Lower absentee rates, fewer 
medical claims, fewer errors, 
and even few^ Industrial ac¬ 
cidents are the tangible bene¬ 
fits. The intangible benefits 
are better attitudes towards 
jobs, less stress and tmsion, 
and more constructive use of 
leisure time at home. 

In spite of its common 
sense, employee fitness still 
has a long way to go. Oollis 
quotes Ra|ph Waldo Emer¬ 
son: “Society is a)wa3rs taken 
surprise at any new exam¬ 
ple common sense."

Mrs. Beimes said the gov¬ 
ernment’s plan to accommo¬ 
date hard-core incorrigibles in 
the home, alongside “children 
who haven’t gone through 
court yet.” wa* unacceptable.

Two-year pact 
nets two more 
okays by CUPE 


Two more locals of the Ca¬ 
nadian Union of Public Em¬ 
ployees gave oN’erwhelmlng 
approval Wednesday night to 
a two-year ctmtract with the 
core area municipalities. 

The latest vote from Oak 
Bay municipal employees and 
Greater Victoria School Board 
inside staff means that four of 
the sbe locals involved in bar¬ 
gaining have now accepted 
the two-year package. 

Saanich municipal workers 
will bring the voting to an end 
tonight. Only one local — 
Greater Victoria School Board 
outside workers — has reject¬ 
ed the settlement proposals. 

It is unhappy with the fail¬ 
ure to win protection against 
contracting-out. but CUPE erf- 
flctals said it is not a strike 
issue. The local expects to 
continue negotiations with the 
Greater Victoria Labor Rela¬ 
tions Association. 

The Esquimau local was 
the first to accept and Tues¬ 
day night the local covering 
Victoria city outside workers 
gave 85 per cent approval. 

In Wednesday night's vot¬ 
ing, both Oak Bay and the 


school board inside workers 
approved the contract by 
margins of about SO per cent. 

Union negotiators have been 
disappointed with the poor 
turnout lor most of the ratifi¬ 
cation meetings. Only about 
100 of the 341 inside school 
board members turned out 
Wednesday night. The outside 
school boai^ and outside city 
locals have m’emberships of 
about 300 each and their 
meetings drew only 138 and 
13T respectively. 

Union officials Mamed the 
teck of in t e re st on Anti-Infla¬ 
tion Board restrictions. They 
said many of the members 
accepted the fact they were 
going to be held to wage in¬ 
crease ceilings and didn't 
bother voting as a resxUt. 

The two-year package pro 
vides AIB ceiling increases of 
six per cent in the first year 
and (our per cent the fMlow*- 
ing year. In addition, is a 
form of cost-of-living allow¬ 
ance and a dental plan that is 
to begin in 1978. The plan 
would be paid for equally by 
the employees and their em¬ 
ployers. 


South Colwood area, including 
a proposed 800-acre sub¬ 
division along Latoria Road, 
would probably be the first to 
get intensive deveknxnent and 
ses\ers.

Land 
north of the Trans-Canada 
and w’est of Happy Valley 
Road would be devel<^)ed in 
the third phase. 

Demand for housing would 
determine how quickly the 
various phases were devel¬ 
oped. Hammer said. Plans for 
the Latoria Road subdivision, 
for instance, are proceeding 
slowly because of the current 
low demand. 

The schedule for develop¬ 
ment did not suit the Albert 
Head Ratepayers Association- 
Spe^esman Shirley 'Wilde said 
the stage two area should be 
dev’eloped before stage one. 
and. the Latoria Road sub¬ 
division should be “aliowed to 
die.” 

She also attacked the plan's 
tow*n centre concept. 

“The Langford town centre 
is still in the damndest 
place.” she said, particularly 
the southern section east of 
Jacklin and north of Sooke 
Road, wluch is very low. 


After 2 days in jail, 
midway man escapes

Like most carnival 
workers. Harold Allen La¬ 
pointe doesn't spend too 
much time in one place. 

The 23-year-old Ameri¬ 
can hit the road again 
Wednesday evening, but 
this time a lot of people

at W’nkin8<m Road Jail 
and Saanich police. 

Lapointe escaped from 
the jail by hopping, a 
three-foot fence only two 
da3rs after he had been 
sentenced to a year for a 
series of Victoria break- 
ins and other offences. 

It w‘as the fourth jail- 
break from the 63->ear- 
old institution since De¬ 
cember. 

The escape was reported 
at 7:55 p.m. alter a head 
count. 

Saanich police concen¬ 
trated their early search 


on the vicinity of the jail 
and were enlisting the aid 
of on RCMP tracking dog 
from Nanaimo. The dog 
arrived by helicopter at 
10:35 p.m. 

If the usual description 
doesn't lead to Lapointe’s 
arrest. police believe he 
could be tripped up by 
something else — an “un¬ 
usual tattoo” of a cross 
between the thumb and 
forefinger on his left 
hand. 

Lapointe, whose birth¬ 
place is listed as Boise, 
Idaho, came to Victoria in 
May as a midway worker 
with the carnival set up 
for the Jaycee Fair. He 
strayed from the midway 
long enough to get himseU 
in trouble with Victoria 
police. 

Judge Blake Allan sen¬ 
tenced him in Victoria 
Provincial Court Monday 
to fiv'c concurrent terms 
of 12 months arid I h r e e 
concurrent terms of eight

Lapointe, who pleaded 
guilty, isn't considered 
dangerous.

Beware sting of ^bank inspectors’ 


Victoria city police are 
warning Greater Victoria citi¬ 
zens, particularly elderly peo¬ 
ple. to be on the lookout for 
con artists who may be reviv’- 
ing the old “bank inspector 
game” in this area. 

Chief Jack Gi'egory of tbe 
Victoria city police, in a letter 
tills week to all bank officials 
.and employees, described the 
racket wliich is usually 
vvorked by groups of two to 
five men. 

Tbe men move into low-n. 
check into a motel and begin 


by gathering infonnallon rm 
prospective victims, usually 
elderly couples or widows, by 
checking the city directory or 
voters’ lists at municipal of¬ 
fices. 

After obtaining such infor¬ 
mation as names, addresses, 
telephone numbers and mari¬ 
tal status, one of the group, 
•IxK>ing as a bank inspector. 
Intones the victim and gets in¬ 
formation about his or her ac¬ 
count. branch and bank ac¬ 
count number at well as the 
balance. 


After finding out that the 
bank balance is sufficient for 
his purposes, the phoney bai>k 
inspector tells the victim thit 
there is an investigation going 
on over a dishonest employee 
at the bank and asks fer the 
victim’s assistance in the 
case. 

Tbe con artist offers com¬ 
plete assurance of secrecy In 
the investigation and may 
even offer a cash reward to 
the victim. 

He then instnkts the victim 
to go to the bank, withdrew a 


sizable amount of. cash •— 
usually more than $LOO0 — 
and either m^ someone on 
the street outside the bank or 
return home where the bank 
inspector will pick up the 
money for return to the tenk. 

Once the money is turned 
over to the swindlers, the vic¬ 
tim never sees it again. 

The crime is so sophisticat¬ 
ed that the gang wUl even 
have someone staniK behind 
the victim in the UHeup at the 
leliers’ cage to see 11 anyone 


is questioning the transaction, 
or have one of their group 
watch Crocn a short distance 
away.

crunch 

coming 

CALGARY (CP) — A sound 
investment ciimatte is re¬ 
quired if Canada is to aN'oid a 
financial crunch in the next 10 
years. Howland Frazee of 
^lontreal. president-elect of 
The Royal Bank of Canada, 
said Wednesday. 

Frazee, also president of 
the Canadian Bankers’ Asso¬ 
ciation, told the Calgary 
Chamber of Commerce that 
recent studies indicate that 
Canada's cumulative capital 
requirements to 1985 will like¬ 
ly exceed $680 billion, about 
2 ^ per cent of the gross na- 
tionat product. 

“We cannot regulate the fi¬ 
nancial system for political 
purposes and at the same 
time expect it to allocate capi¬ 
tal in an efficient manner,’ he 
said. 

"The financial system is al¬ 
ready laboring under the 
weieht of a number of ar¬ 
tificial constraints uhich 
make it extremely difficult to 
tap effectively the high levels 
of personal savings in this 
country." 

Frazee told the chamber of 
increasing government inter¬ 
vention in the functioning of 
the financial system and the 
competition for capital for 
non-income generating social 
programs, warning that 
“without tlie effective and un¬ 
encumbered intermediation of 
savings by banks, insurance 
companies, etc., a financial 
crunch could be imminent 
within the next ID years."

Plea for profit-making: 
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Restraints hurt economy 


POINTE AU PIC, 

(CP> •— The incoming chair¬ 
man of the Investment 
Dealers Association of Cana¬ 
da said Wednesday that undue 
resti'aints on corporate piofita 
make for an unhealthy econ¬ 
omy. 

Robera Wyman, who is also 
president of Pemberton Se¬ 
curities Ltd., Vancouver, told 
the association's annual meet¬ 
ing that corporate profits 
have suffered badly in Cana¬ 


da in the last two years, lag¬ 
ging behind those in the Unit¬ 
ed States. 

OorpcM'ate prufits declined 
in Canada In 1975 and did not 
grow in 1976, a situation that 
places them below 1974 levels, 
Wyman said. 

In the U.S., meanwhile, 
similar after-tax profits grew 
to $77 billion last year — 10 
per cent higher than in 1974 
and 30.5 per cent higher than 
in U75. he added. 


“If we want a healthy 
investment climate and if we 
want a dynamic and growing 
economy, we must all speak 
out for a healthy private sec¬ 
tor with growing corporate 
profits. 

"The fact that capital for¬ 
mation, which in turn means 
growing emplo 3 Tnent, is di¬ 
rectly influenced by the level 
and trend in profits is more 
often than not ignored by po- 


Mining firms seek 
common policy goal 


TORONTO (CP) — The 
Mining Association of Clanada 
called on the federal and pro 
vincial governments Wednes¬ 
day to get together on policies 
related to non-petroleum dev¬ 
elopment. 

In a report submitted to 
both levels of government, the 
association recommended the 
federal department of energy, 
mines and resources initiate 
steps for a conf^’ence of 
Prime Minister Tmdeau and 
the provincial premiers. 

It said the industry is facing 
‘the very real threat a re¬ 
newed round in the federal- 
provincial policy tug-of-war."

B.C. co-op bill given airing 


By OEOBGE GIBSON’ 
Colonist Business Editor 

Members of cortsumer. pro¬ 
ducer and service coK»p€ra- 
tjves who are attending the 
annual meeting of the B.C. 
Central Credit Union here at 
the Empress Hotel are getting 
a preview of some draft legis¬ 
lation that is to come before 
the Legislature this session. 

It Is exp^ted that the bill, 
called the Nfodel Co-opera¬ 
tives Bill, will be introduced 
then tabled until the next ses¬ 
sion to allow for a full exami¬ 
nation by all concerned. 

Some of its main features; 

• A definition of fair mar¬ 
ket value for co^p shares. 

• Co-operatives ^^ilI be al¬ 
lowed to incorporate, subject 
to the discretion of the Super¬ 
intendent?* of Credit Unions 
and CoHjperatives. 

• 0>^ratives will be 
permitted to incorporate ei¬ 
ther with or withixit share 
capital. 

Co-op delegates heard from 
Leo Hayes, Saskatocm, pres¬ 
ident of Federated 0>opera- 
tives Ltd., which is wholesaler 
to 410 retail-consumer co¬ 
operatives in the West. 

Hayes said that while almost 
one-third of the country’s pop¬ 
ulation are members of one 
fomi of co-operative or an¬ 
other. the co-ops as organiza¬ 
tions have done little to really 
set an example for the rest of 
Canada to follow. 

He added that while co¬ 
operatives are joined together 
luwinciaDy and nationally- 
they show many signs of 
being complacent anti selt- 
cenii'ed with little or no long- 
range planning. Hayes said 
that co-operatives could truly 
demonstrate to all Canadians 
the value of working together 
not <xily in commercial en¬ 
terprises but as a nation. 

Delegates crowded into and 
around die perimeter of the 
Empress ballroom Wednesday 
morning to hear an address of 
ivelcome from Rafe Mfilr. 
mintster of Consumer and 
Corporate Affairs. His depart¬ 
ment recently toc^ over ad¬ 
ministration of the credit 
unlwis and co-operatives from 


the attorney-general’s depart¬ 
ment. 

Malr assured the 241 dele¬ 
gates and alternates that his 
government “did not coi'et,” I 
as others had (referring to ( 
the previous administration) i 
the credit union movement. 

"My ministry* and the gov- ^ 
emment is supijorllve of your 
movement." the cabinet min- • 
ister said.. He said the cuirent 
study of the province’s capital 
markets undertaken by his 
department and that of Eoo- , 
nomic Development’s Don 
Phillip realizes the role 
jiluyed by credit unions in 
that mai*ket. 

In a later inten-ieiv ’Mair 
said that his department was 
being exiianded in order to 
improve its inspection role for 
credit unions. He said that he 
felt such an improvement was 
necessary only because of the 
huge growth of credit unions 
in the past few years. 

“We have an obligation to 
the public in general In this," 
he said, “especially when you 
realize that their assets have 
passed the $2 billicm mark.” 

Peter Podovinikoff, B.C. 
Central president, had earlier 
told delegates that “w*e con¬ 
tinue to have difficulty in con¬ 
vincing our legislators that 
the approaches which we 
were recommending and en¬ 
dorsing M*ith regard to self 
eontrol. self I'egulation and 
other related items. 

"Me ha\e at limes been 
very concerned at the 
sloumess of the deielopment 
of the legislative process. We 
asked our legislators and gov¬ 
ernment officials to respond 
to the needs which we 
expressed because we ask 
only to improve our ability to 
bring about economic well-be¬ 
ing to our members, who now 
represent over 700,000 British 
Columbians. *

Son«e radio and television 
stations have tried a compet¬ 
ing service “but it’s tough for 
them to satisfy the need of the 
consumer to go directly to the 
product thev are looking for." 

Oassified ads do not get the 
attention or use they deserve 
from national advertisers and 
nnt'onal retailers. Stone said. 

They have had some limited 
US'? bv barks and other lend¬ 
ing institutions but could be 
used for products as well as 
services, he said.

Ziegler, Jr., chairman of the 
National Hockey League's 
board of governors since last 
Hun^mer. was oKicially named 
Wednesday as pi*esident ami 
chief executive officer of tiie 
NHL. 

"We xinanimously elecie<l 
John Ziegler as our new pres¬ 
ident for a four-year term." 
said William Wirtz of Chicago 
Black Hawks, who chaired a 
special board meeting. 

•The tCTie of the meeting 
was a thrilling note because 
when you elect new leader- 
'<hip in tporta, it can go on for 
more than wie or two meet¬ 
ings. TTie unanimity of the 
\ote behind Jolin is perhaps 
one of the strongest assets in 
the future o< the NHL. 

Ziegler, a 43-yeai-old De¬ 
troit lawyer, replaces 
Clarence Campbell, wlw has 
held the NHL presidency 
since 1»46. A search commit¬ 
tee was formed more than a 


year and a half ago to come 
up with a suitable replace¬ 
ment for the 71-year-old 
Campbell and Ziegler was the 
unanimous ciwice.’ 

"I have worked with these 
gentleman in one way or an¬ 
other for tiie past 11 years," 
said Ziegler, who has l^n as¬ 
sociated with the NHL since 
1960 and an alternate gover¬ 
nor for Detroit Red Wings 
since 1966. 

"I have great respect for all 
of tiiem—the governors, the 
league administration—and I 
have a great love for tlte 
game. 7\Tten you have that 
feeling towards people and 
they ask you to assume re¬ 
sponsibility. that’s an honor.*’ 

Under constitutional 
changes approved by the 
NHL’s board at their special 
meeting Wednesday, Ziegler 
will assume duties of both the 
prwident and board chair¬ 
man.

Gene Tunney, the fitting 
marine who wxm the heavy¬ 
weight crown from Dempsey, 
then defended it in the famous 
"ktig ocrhA" 50 years 
ago (on Sept. 22. 1927), also 
was thrilled with the hook. 
Tunney bought bo(^ for him¬ 
self. his children and some 
friends. Dempsey personally 
autographed one, "To my 
dear friend Gene 'Tunney, who 
was a part of my life." 

Dempsey mi^’ye been ce¬ 
lebrating his birthday erne day 
earlier all his life, if he had 
listened to his father. As he 
tells it in his book, "My father 
for some time insisted I was 
bom on June 23, but my 
mother felt that she. having 
been present, should have the 
last word in the matter. An so 
it was." 

'Jack also might not have 
been called Jack most of his 
life if he hadn’t listened to his 
older brother, Bemie. 

Bom William Harrison 
Dempsey in Manassa, Colo., 
the skinny young man w’as 
called Harry by his family 
and was fighting under the 
name Kid Blackie. Bemie, a 
lighter of somewhat lesser 


skill, had taken the name 
Jack DemjKey. after the n«i- 
pareil wiio was middleweight 
champion in the 39th century. 
When Bemie asked his kid 
brother to substitute in the 
ring for him one day. Kid 
Blacjde became Jack Demp¬ 
sey for good. 

Jack Dempsey has been re- 
vered in American sports 
annals for more than a half 
century but it may come as a 
surprise to modem boxing 
fans that Dempsey wasn't 
very {wpular during his rei^ 
as champion. In fact, D^p- 
sey was the Muhammad All 
of his time. 

Throughout his autobio¬ 
graphy. Dempsey refers to 
the low’ opinion most bmdng 
fans of his day bad ot tom. He 
was cheered wboi he won the 
title by destroying big. lum¬ 
bering Jess WUlard in three 
rounds on July 4, 1919, but 
that was because Willard w’as 
even more unpopular. After 
that, Dempsey was booed 
wtien he met and defeated tiie 
very popular Gorges C^aipCTv- 
tier in 182L Luis Flrpo in 1923 
and Tunney in 1926 and 1927. 

It wasn’t Dempsey’s fighting 
style or ability that annoyed 
the fans then, but rather his 
failure to join the armed ser¬ 
vices in World War I. All, of 
course, w’ent through a simi¬ 
lar chastisement for refusing 
to accept the draft during the 
Vietnam war and was even 
barred from fighting by most 
of the state boxing commis¬ 
sions. 

"I was' the world heavy- 
w’eight boxing champion and 
didn’t have a mark on me," 
Dempsey says in his book, re¬ 
membering the days after the 
Willard bout. "But Grantland 
Rice dealt me a blow that 
hurt more than Willard's 
punches ... He'd called me a 
slacker and it hurt like hell 


because I knew I wasn't. He 
didn’t know about my ship¬ 
yard work, my substantial do¬ 
nations to the Red Ooss or 
the benefits for navy reli^. 

Dempsey, who had been 
previously deferred from ser¬ 
vice. was deluged with criti¬ 
cal mail and ultimately 
placed on trial tor unlawfully, 
wilftdly, knowingly and felon¬ 
iously evading and attempting 
to evade the draft on the 
grounds of dependency. That 
he was cleared of any wrong¬ 
doing no longer mattered. 
Dempsey's name w’as 
smear^ right after winning 
the title and he carried the 
burden until he was no longer 
champlcn. 

"Dad has been called one of 
the most popular athletes of 
the 20th century," Barbara 
said, "but he wasn't really 
popular until after he quit 
booting. Then everybody loved 
him. A lot of peoite thought 
he should have won that sec¬ 
ond Tunney fight, but the 
long-count controversy still 
goes on today. Dad felt that 
fight kept him in the public 
eye tor a long time and may 
have done more for hdm tiian 
if he had won." 

Dempsey's colorful life as a 
h<8x> in the southwest before 
he became champion was left 
out of the book at the insis¬ 
tence of the publishers. It w 
interesting today, however, 
that the Manassa Mauler, who 
lived with such entiiusiasm as 
champion, joined the Holly- 
wood set in the ’20’s with a 
few slapstick movies, was in¬ 
volved in many lawsuits over 
the years and was ti>e toast 
of B^dway his restau¬ 
rant W’as still in business, now 
•lives quietly in New Yoric, 
happy just listening to opera 
on tile radio, taking care of 
his plants and riding his bdey- 
cle.

U.S. champion Billard Sun- 
ners of Reading. Pa., and lost 


their first game of the region¬ 
al championshii^. But they 
went undefeated the rest of 
the way to lake the I'egional 
and national titles. The Cardi¬ 


nals won 11 straight games, 
five in the national tour¬ 
nament. wliere tliey played 
errorless ball and allowed 
only one run.

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Gardom delays 
new land laws 


Haida artist, directors win prizes 


Three complicated land 
transaction bills were in¬ 
troduced in the Legislature 
Wednesday uith the proviso 
that they vvill not proceed 
beyond second reading during 
the present sitting. 

Attomey*<jeneral Garde 
Gardom said he had intro¬ 
duced the legislation but wouU 
hold it at second reading eUge 
^becauat of "itB complexitiee 
and far-reaching effects of the 
new laws.” 

Gardom followed the same 
procedure earlier when in¬ 
troducing the Oompanies Act, 
the Societies Act and the Om¬ 
budsman Act. He has stated on 
several occasions that where 
legislation is complicated or 
of extreme importance be 
thinks it unwise to rush the 
new rules through the House, 
preferring instead to invite 
changes and revisions. 

The three new bills are en¬ 
titled The Land Titles Act. the 
Conveyancing and Law of 
Property Act wv3 ttje Execu¬ 
tion Act

Only 6,140, 58 per cent, of 
the workers said yes Tuesday 
to the proposal while. 4,483, 42 
per cent, said no following a 
twtHlay secret ballot of em¬ 
ployees at the company’s 14 
stores. An 80 per cent majori¬ 
ty was required to bring in 
the system. 

Under the plan w*hich was 
worked on for more than a 
year, full-time employees 
would have worked four 
8%-hour days (So hours a 
Nveek) instead of the present 
five 714 hour days 3714. hours 
a week.) 

Company spokesman, Bill 
Brown said the longer work 
periods, the problem of work¬ 
ing mothers being away from 
home longer and part-time 
workers w(>rking for four 
hours with no coffee break 
probably affected the vote. 

He said the company would 
maintain business as usual 
and there would be no Imme¬ 
diate changes although "diis 
doesn’t rule out longer store 
hours but not longer working 
shifts.” 


Gardom said diat the Land 
Titles Act was being changed 
in anticipation of compu¬ 
terization of the land titles 
s>'stem. "Provisions have 
been madi; tor the creation erf 
satellite offices under the di¬ 
rection and control ot present | 
registrars. 

"Satellite office computers 
will feed the material into es¬ 
tablished central land title erf- 
fices substantially speeding 
up search and registration 
processes in thoee areas not 
currecrtly serviced by the 
e.visting land registry offices.” 
Gardom said. 

The act also increases tlie 
Land Titles Survey F\ind — 
created to offset excessive 
survey fees incurred by land 
owner* dor reseom be y ond 
their ootHtxA — to HOO.QOO 
from the current 110,000 level. 

Other ch an ge* proposed in 
one or other of the three bill* 
include: 

• The repeal of tax certi¬ 
ficate require>m«vt8 for lands 
within municipal boundaries. 
It will now be left to the pur¬ 
chaser to determine the status 
of a tax account. 

• Introduction of a com¬ 
pulsory. single-page form of 
transfer. 

Mortgage companies or a 
mortgagor will, when the new 
legvlation becomes law, have 
to furnish free of charge a 
statement of the amount of 
money owing on the mortgage 
and must also furnish a regis¬ 
trable discharge when the 
mortgage has been fully paid.

Roux, bom in Montreal in 
1923, began acting in his col¬ 
lege days and in 1951 joined 
Jean Gascon in founding the 
Theatre du Noveau Monde, of 
which he has been artisUc 
director since 1966. 

The prizes are paid from 
the investment earnings of a 


fund now totalling 3900,000 
given to the Canada Council 
by the Molson Foundation, re¬ 
presenting the Montreal brew¬ 
ery family. 

The prizes are to reward 
Canadians for "outstanding 
achievement in the fields ot 
the arts, the humanities or 
the social sciences that 
enriches the cultural or intel¬ 
lectual heritage of Canada or 
contributes to national intty.”

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How salmon liberated an artist

A man who calls his salmon 
f i t h 1 n 2 charter business 
Magna Charters obviously has 
his tongue planted firmly In 
his cheek. And it's not supris¬ 
ing, (hen. that such a man 
would have a lot of things 
going for him other than fish 
and salt water. 

Peter Gordon Is eclectic If 
nothing else. He travels with 
a Hollywood acting resume 
that reads like a who's who of 
the television serials of the 
last 10 years. 

'*1 always play the bad guy 
— I don’t know why,” a un- 
sinister looking Gordon said 
during a recent interview. 

He’s done films as diverse 
as The Great White Hope and 
an American Intemationed 
Picture’s bike epic, Angel Un¬ 
chained. In the latter he 
started as "the leader of the 
pack’’ who frequently 
Stomped off his bike to rape, 
plunder and g^terally murder 
and malm decent folk. 

"It was awful,” he said, of 
his dubious brusl^ with star^ 
dom. 

He’s sold one script still 
awaiting production and has 
one feature film he has direct¬ 
ed in the can still waiting to 
be released. 

The charter business was to 
give him a chance to forsake 
breftd-and-butter acting for 
writing, and to escape Holly¬ 
wood. Fishing has always 
been a passion with the Hanoi- 
born and intemationally- 
educatod son of a Canadian 
oU marketer. 

"I derided to make my 
hobby my livelihood,” he 
said. 

But the latest hat the 3^ 
yeBTX}ld Gordon wears is that 
of acting teacher for the Bas¬ 
tion summer theatre school. 
Even that's nothing new for 
the theatre arts graduate 
from a North Carolina College 
and the Pasadena Playhouse. 
He's done it before throughout 
southern California. 

"IGds are w^derful to 
work with. They’re my spiri¬ 
tual outlet. They don’t have 
any hangups like adults,” he 
said. 

Gordon plans to push his 
teenage students through a 
series of impromptu exer¬ 
cises, improvisatlMis, voice 
works and work on short 
scenes.

Despite his stress on pei> 
formance woilc and a pr^s- 
position to method acting (r^ 
lating through personal expe¬ 
rience). Gordon claims he’s 
not trying to turn out little 
actors. 

"It’s incredibly exciting to 
see the development of young 
adults with acting classes. 
When they first come to class 
they’re tongue-tied, and with¬ 
in three lessons they’re mov¬ 
ing freely, speaking coherentp 
]y snd it’s right from the 
gut.” 

GordMi’s hitchup with the 
Bastion summer school isn’t 
his first contact wdth the Vic¬ 
toria theatre. He was here for 
a year about 10 years ago 
when the Bastion was in Its 
infancy under Peter Htfonner* 
ing "when we worked for the 


love of it and $5 a perform- 
• ance.” 

It was Mannering who sent 
Gordon packing off to Califor¬ 
nia and the Pasadena Play¬ 
house and apparently mu<^- 
needed further acting train- 
' fog. If be has an acting 
choice, stage work wins every 
time over film. 

"When you step on the 
stage, you control foe per¬ 
formance. but when you do a 
film, you have little or no cen¬ 
tred,” he said.

nancies and their babies. 

"Most hospitals have pieces 
of what you’re seeing now.’* 
said Cudmore. “But we’re the 
only area—iStat or province— 
In North America which ha.s 
regionalized a program for 
mother and baby." 

. The peri-natal unit, which 
of>ened earlier this month, 
deal? with labor and delivery 
for women with complicated 
pregnancies. 

It 1^ composed of four spe- 
cialiv-equipped delivery 
roomo, a central co^urdination 
area, supply moma and a re¬ 
search area where data are 


gathered on ail mothers and 
babies treated. 

Cudmore said the concept of 
high-risk jiregnancy care was 
introduced in die early ld60s. 

"For many years, primarily 
due to lack of technology, the 
care provided to compliqated 
pregnancies differed very lit¬ 
tle from that provided to nor¬ 
mal ones.*’ 

A pregnancy may be "com¬ 
plicated" toy a variety of 
problems, toxemia, diabetes 
add the Rh blood factor being 
a few* examples. 

Another complication is' 
known as intra-uterine growth 
retardation. A normal baby 
weighs, on the average, about 
seven pounds after a nine- 
month gestatioi^ period. But 
for numerous reasons—includ¬ 
ing a podh diet or a mother 
who smokes—the. baby may 
be cunsiderebly smaller when 
delivered at term. 

The initial step in caring for 
problem pregnancies was the 
Introduction of a nao^iatal 
unit in 1964. Ihe unit, which 
has relocated and expanded 


.since Its beginnings, provides 
special cai;e and equipment. 

It was also realized that 
most babies who died came 
from complicated pregnan¬ 
cies. 

Cudmore. a native of Char¬ 
lottetown. joined the staff in 
1967. Ilia duties included dev¬ 
elopment of lacUities in the 
entire province for women 
with complicated pregnancies. 
Initially, existing facilities 
were used. 

It was soon realized tlut 
more sophisticated equipmmt 
was ne^ed. In complicated 
pregnancies, the baby’s life 
was endangered during labor. 

Each time the mother had a 
contraction, the blood supfriy 


to the baby was cut off and 
the child might die. The fetal 
heartbeat was monitored be¬ 
tween contractions but this 
was not enough. Continuous 
monitoring^was needed. 

Such equipment ia an inte¬ 
gral part of the new unit, 
ment of facilities specifically 
for high-risk pregnatKies. 

An entire floor ait the hospi¬ 
tal was segregated for the 
IJurjKJse. Women, referred by 
their doctors, are admitted, 
any time during their preg¬ 
nancy. Generally, problems 
arise after 20 weeks although 
women with complications do 
not necessarily stay for the 
remainder of their pregnancy.

Dixon, American author of a 
syndicated astrology column, 
says Canada is entering a 
golden age in which its food 
and energy resources will 
make it one of the most pow¬ 
erful nations in the world.

Laetrile lias been declared an 
I “ineffective medicine” lor the 
I treatment of cancer by dele- 
i gates to the American Medi- 
j cal Association's convention. 

I Three resolutions dealing 
■ with the controversial drug 
were referred to die AMA's 
Board of Trustee# tor study 
belore a final policy state¬ 
ment vs*as given. 

The Rocky Mountain Con¬ 
ference delcgati<m said that 
laetrile is a “wxirlhless'’ and 
“toxic” drug being exploited 
because of the restrictions on 
its use. 

The delegation recommend¬ 
ed that “if laetrile is made 
available by legislative edict, 
it be as H substance rather 
than as a drug, and that the 
participation of a physician 
not be required.” 

Laetrile has already been 
legalized b>’ tiie Neva^ leg- 
islalure and will soon ^ 
av'aiJable in that state unless 
the federal government finds 
lopholes to block its manu¬ 
facture and saJe thei'e. 

Ohio's delegation said tlie 
AVfA should “cOTllnue to 
state to all p]i>’sicians in the 
country and tne general pub¬ 
lic the lack of scientific ev i¬ 
dence for the luse of laetrile in 
the treatment of cancer and 
to decry the uj>e of ineffective 
medications in the treatment 
of disease. "

He told Victoria county 
court Judge E. J. C. Stewart 
M'ednesday that when he was 
awakened around 5:30 next 
morning, the rash and boots 
were gone. 

Hargreaves was giving evi¬ 
dence at the trial of George 
David Clause. ’28. of 614 tis- 
quimalt. who is charged with 
theft over $200. 

11ie witness, who now lives 
at Langford' said he was sta^-. 


ing in apartment €. 614 Esqui¬ 
mau. and had gone to l^d 
about 11:45 after talking to 
Stephen Witwicky, 813 Craig- 
flower, who was spending the 
night on a couch following a 
party vvith other occupants of 
the suite. 

Hai^reaves said he was 
awakened about 5:30 by lAlt- 
vvick>'. who earlier testified he 
had seen someone in the Hvin- 
groom going through a purse 
belonging to Dawn Jory, who 
siiared tlie apaitment wltli 
Hargreav es and her brother. 

Grabbing his clothes, liar- 
gi'eaves said he dressed but 
couldn’t find his boots and on 
checking his pant.s found "my 
mtmey was gone.” 

IVitwIeky had said he fell 
asleep on the couch and some¬ 
time in the night wlien tJie 
room was dark he saw a per¬ 
son come down the apartment 
hall into the livingroom. He 
said he greeted the person, 
who replied and proceeded to 
put a record on the stereo set 
before Witwicky dropped back 
to sleep. 

When he next awoke he said 
the person was into Dawn's 
purse. 'T lay there protending 
I was alseep." 

the person went for the 
door, the witness said hq got 
up and said, "If you leave. 
I’m going to cal! the police.* 
but there w'as no reply and 
the person left. 

He said he assumed it had 
been someone named Butch, 
who he had met at a party 
about two w'eeks earlier. 

Hargreaves identified Butch 
as the accused, George' 
Clause, which was corrobo¬ 
rated by Dawn Jorj - and by 
defence witness Gary Hanko, 
of Buinaby, formerly of Vic¬ 
toria. 

Under crojisexamination by 
counsel Richard Stewart, Wit¬ 
wicky .vaid he saw a long¬ 
haired Indian person in leans 
in the room, and agreed with 
the suggestion that this could 
fit the descriptimi of a lot of 
Indians.

Garden Notes 




With most our garden 
flowers, the process of e\'oJu- 
tion and development is a 
slow one. The daffodil of 
today isn't so very different 
from the daffodil of 50 years 
ago — a little belter form, a 
clearer, more sparkling color, 
perhaps — but improvements 
mwe recognLsahle by the spe¬ 
cialist than by the ordinary 
backyard gardener. 

Most of our herbaceous pe¬ 
rennial llow'ers. too, are un¬ 
dergoing a slow, steady 
process of improvement 
rather than any dramatic 
change. But not the lupin. 

I don't think any other flow¬ 
er experienced such a com¬ 
plete change of style and 
beaut>' as the lupin undel^^’ent 
back in die ISSO’s. The del- 
piiinium, perhaps, was under¬ 
going a aome^Kiiat similar but 
rather less drastic change 
about the same time, and 
shortly before that the tu¬ 
berous begonia was trans¬ 
formed completely from a 
rather uninteresting plant to 
the flrst stages tow'ard the 
glorious bloOTis w'e so enjoy 
today. 

The ne\s’ look of the lupin, 
though, was the most spectac¬ 


ular of all, for it occurred so 
suddenly. In the hands of 
George Russell — an elderly, 
uneducated working gardener 
in Yorkshire — it leaped in 
the short space of 13 years 
from a dull, dirty blue flower 
to a position of staitlom in our 
gardens. 

Russell gave the flower 
spikes a plumper, more opu¬ 
lent appearance and e.xiended 
the color range until there is 
hardly a shade that cannot be 
found among the Russell 
lupins. 

I can remember when there 
was only one red lupin — a 
variety called Downer’s De- 
lig^it — and it was right up 
there at the top of the hit 
parade for a short time some 
30 years ago, but as I recall, 
it w’as a miffy thing, inclined 
to pack up and quit without as 
much as a by-your-leave. No¬ 
wadays good scarlet and 
crimson lupins are com¬ 
monplace, and we have pinks, 
blues, orange, apricot and yel¬ 
lows to boot. 

For my money, though. 
George Ruasell'e greatest 
stroke of genius was the dev¬ 
elopment of two colors in the 


one flower. 1 think perhaps 
the improved shape of 1he 
flower in his race of lupins 
was a stroke of luck rather 
than something deliberately 
sought for, but the develc^ 
ment of the bicolor flower 
was the result of more than 15 
years of hard, slogging work 
— years ^filled with disap¬ 
pointment "^and &u5traficm — 
and don't forget. Russell w’as 
nudging $5 when he got his 
first break in his planned pro¬ 
gram. 

I had an opportunity to view 
A supeih collection of these 
bicolored Russell lupins in a 
friend's garden last week, and 
I couldn’t help but be 
impressed by tlie w*ay the 
brilliance of any color is en¬ 
hanced w*hen set off by yellow 
or white. 

Tlie blooms in my friend's 
garden in which white and 
blue, white and rose, deep 
puiple and bright yellow, and 
other equally striking color 
combinations occurred made 
me realize that such contrasts 
in every flower on a spike 
give it far more sparide than 
solid shades. 

Come to think of it. this is 


probably the efairm ti the. 
dwarf lobelia called Mrs. CU- 
bran — that tiny spot of glis¬ 
tening white In the centre of 
each dark blue flower. Phace- 
iia campanularia (Cbpenha- 
gen Bluebell) is another flow¬ 
er with tills attractive combi¬ 
nation. 

- are coming up now to 
the best time of the year |Or 
starting seeds of the Russell 
lupins ~ early July and 
these can be sown outdoors, 
'i inch deep and 4 inches 
apart, later thinning to stand 
JD inches apart. The seeds are 
very hard, and it was George 
Russell’s habit to chip or file 
a small hole through the skin 
of each seed on the side fur¬ 
thest aw'ay from the eye, then 
soak the seeds in lukewarm 
water ovemigtit before sow¬ 
ing. Incidentally, you will 
find, almost inv^ably, that 
your most attractive colors 
will be found in the weakest, 
most slow-growing seedlings! 

The standard Russell lupin 
stands about 3 feet tall, but a 
dwarf, early flowering type 
has been developed called 
Minarette, standing only 1$ to 
24 inches in height

Simply because I like birds, 
1 am sometimes thought of as 
an expert on birds, which is 
not true, and consequently I 
receive letters like the follow¬ 
ing: 

“Since you are a humani¬ 
tarian, compassionate and 
understanding, please listen. 
The other day my husband 
and I \’is1ted the County Mu¬ 
seum of Art, and enjoyed our¬ 
selves until the moment we 
stood at the edge of the open 
tar pit and watched a little 
bird struggle for its life, ho¬ 
pelessly caught in that ugly 
mass. 

“We were helpless and hor¬ 
rified. Our outlook and feeling 
toward the museum changed. 
They were so busy In the past 
they were neglecting the 
present. 

“Hundreds of little birds 
are exposed to this trap. 
Wouldn't it be a simple thing 
to cover it with wire?” 

TT^e letter came from a 
Dolores Peterson, of Rancho 
Palos Vei'des. and it left with 
no doubt of the seriousness of 
her intent. I knew at once, of 
course, that she had 
addressed her question to the 
wrong person. It was not a 
question of bird behavior, but 
of human morality. 

As I often do. ^^'hen faced 
with questions of human mo¬ 


rality, I called my neighbor 
Julian Donahue, the butterfly 
and moth man at the Museum 
of Natural Histoiy. He pointed 
out that It wasn't really a but¬ 
terfly problem, and s^tched 
me over to Jim Northern, the 
bird man. 

Northern was not surprised 
at the complaint, having 
heard it many times before. 
For at least 29 years, he said 
bird lovers had been asking 
the museum to cover the tar 
pits, so birds couldn’t be 
trapped. 

But man was a little late on 
the scene, he pointed out, to 
try rearranging nature. “It’s 
like asking cats to stop eating 
birds,’’ he said. 

“I see," I said. “I suppose 
that if it was wrong, God 
wouldn’t have allow'ed it.’’ 

“God allo^red is.” he said, 
“long before man came 
aicmg." 

I thought about that, and it 
gave me a new attitude to¬ 
ward life in my own back¬ 
yard. And was I, after all, to 
intercede in a mortal conflict 
between my cat and my 
birds? 

1 have been worried that in 
keeping a cat. and in hanging 
up bird feeders, I have been 
intruding on nature, giving 
the cat an advantage she 
didn’t need. 


But Mrs. Peterson's letter 
has made me think back to 
those times when dire wolfs 
and tree sloth frequented our 
plain, untroubled by questions 
of right or wrong. 

It was the struggle for sur^ 
viva] that brought animals tu- 
pidly Into the tar pits, and if 
man, with his notorious good¬ 
will, had arrived earlier on 
the scene, he would of course 
have covered the pits to keep 
dire wolfs and other charming 
beasts from destroying tiiem- 
selves. 

Then, of couive, ue would 
not have had the museum, 
and children would not be 
able to find out what kind of 
enchanting creatures inhabit¬ 
ed the earth before the Roll¬ 
ing Stones came along. 

T have often wondered what 
Hte was like in medieval 
times. It certainly could not 
hav e been very good. I would 
have preferred to live, in fact, 
m the 18th century, with Dr. 
Johnson and his friends, than 
with Queen Elizabeth, and 
certainly not with Oliver 
Crofnw’ell, who was the vvor»i» 
of men: well, perhaps not 
quite. I would say that Crom¬ 
well was the most unpleasant 
of men, but England, with its 
great capacity for surviving 
honors, survived him. 


So I have given up hying to 
rearrange nature. I have been 
watching my birds and cats, 
for some time, and I am now 
of the opinion that they have 
an arrangement, a w'ay of 
dealing with lUe, that is 
beyond my understanding. 

When I look at my birds In 
the window, fighting for food, 
I wonder If I have the ri^t to 
invite them in. Should I, after 
all. give my cat that opportu¬ 
nity? 

Someday', T euppoee. our 
bade yard will be an interest¬ 
ing archeological phenome¬ 
non. Children may come to 
see how people lived in the 
20th century. 

Not only will tiiey discover 
that we had tree sloths and 
dire wolte, but that also 
had co>‘Ote3 and raccoons. 
Our neighbors the Daltons, fOr 
example, have not only cul¬ 
tivated raccoons, but have 
also made friends of red 
tailed hawks, hoot owls and. 
though I am inclined to disbe¬ 
lieve it, Myhah birds. 

Frankly, I rather like the 
way man has done things, 
ev'cn though he may* have 
erred. Pethaps God was ri^t. 
Who are w*e to ssy that tree 
sloths diould not be allowed 
to live?

Ute Immediate reaction 
from Marc Lalonde. minister 
responsIMe for the status of 
Women said in a reprat. 

“You hav*e to phi^- these 
things over time iMt it can be 
don^' Lalonde told council 
members wfien they quea* 
tinned him about govenunent 
policy during thdr fourth an¬ 
nual meeting. 

The rsport, written by coun¬ 
cil vioe-preaident ^fonica 
Townson. said nearly 79 per 
cent of administrative eupi^ 
ioba in the public service 
were held by women in 1976, 
compared with 68 per cent in 
1972. 

“The administrative sup¬ 
port category remains the 
most glaring example of a job 
ghetto within the public ser^ 
vice,” the report said. 

Ptd>lie SeiMce Commission 
figures, which the council an¬ 
alysed. also show that while 
few^r wtmen are eamii^ less 
than 810,000 annually, more 
men are earning more than 
810.000 a year. 

Ill 197$, about 41 per cent of 
the 94,013 women public ser^ 
vants were earning below 
810.000, an Improvement over 
the 70 per cent in ttiat wage 
bracket in the previous year. 

However, the mxn^ 
men earning more than 
810.000 tncreased in 1976 to 92 
per cent from 73 per cent in 
1975. In 1976 there were 
189.147 men public ser\*ants. 

Ms. Townson sa^ c«e of the 
most striking pieces of evi- 
d^ce of discrimination in em¬ 
ployment opportunity lies m 
the fact that “alth^h 
women constitute 50 per cent 
of the Canadian population, 
only 33.2 per cent of public 
service employees are 
women.” 

She demanded the gov'ern- 
ment give sexual equality at 
least the same prionty it has 
given the language equality in 
hiring practices. 

However, Ms. Townson said 
In an interview the govern¬ 
ment should not regard 
women as a minority group. 
She simply wanted to point 
out that fmeophone equality 
has progressed “in a remar¬ 
kably short period of time.” 

Lfte women, however, fran¬ 
cophones are ov'er-represent- 
ed In lower^helon and 
under-represented in top^ay- 
ing jobs. Lakmde said. 

Ms. Towenson concluded 
that despite Lalonde’s repeat¬ 
ed promises for equal oppor¬ 
tunity. the Public Service 
Commission has “a rather 
passive approach."

Ginette Grimard. seven fellow nurses and a friend 
from Sherbrooke shared a 51-miHion prize, and some of 
them smiled for the cameras. But most couldn't stop 
crying. 

When Mrs. Robert Harbour of Rouiii-N’oranda, 
whose husband also claimed one of the top prizes, was 
asked how' she felt, she replied by passing out and 
bumping her head. It took several minutes and a little 
shot of cognac to get her smiling. 

At least Glenn Duplessis of M<wtreal seemed to be 
happy. He and nine other empllyees of the Sherwin 
Williams paint compan 5 ' split one of the Sl-million 
prizes. 

Duplessis thought it amusing that his boss was 
afraid he and his fellow winners, employed in the same 
department, were going to quit. He had to reassure his 
boss that $100,000 was not enough for a 20-year-old to 
retire on.

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PM fends off break-in probe calls 


OTTAWA (CP) — Prime 
Minister Trudeau Wednesday 
tended <tff Conservative and 
New Democrat demands for a 
judicial inquiry into an illegal 
1972 break-in by police, in¬ 
cluding the RCMP, and shift¬ 
ed responsibility for a co- 
verup to Montreal city police. 

In the Commons. Trudeau 
told Andrew Brewin of the 
NDP that RCMP reUed in 
1972 on the fact that an inves¬ 
tigation of the break-in was 
being made by Mcmtreal po¬ 
lice/ 

“The que.stion remains as to 
y' W’hat happened to that inqui¬ 


ry," Trudeau said, "and tliat is 
precisely within the terms of 
the Quebec commission of in¬ 
quiry. 

The inquiry' is to report to 
Quebec SolicitorGeneral 
Marc-Andre Bedard by Aug. 
15. 

Brewin had noted that 
former Supreme Court justice 
Kmmett J. Hall, on behalf of 
the Canadian Civil liberties 
Association, had also tn'ged a 
judicial inquiry into the Mon¬ 
treal break-in and coverup. 

NDP Leader Ed Broadbent 
said a former RCMP cor¬ 
poral's allegation that illegal 


break-ins had been carried 
out for years “flatly contra¬ 
dicts" assurances from senior 
RCMP officials that the Mon¬ 
treal incident w’as an isolated 
one. 

Broadbent said senior 
Mounties "systematically con¬ 
cealed" knowledge ot the 
Montreal break-in from gov¬ 
ernment. 

Trudeau said Solicitor- 
General Francis Fox would 
look into the corporal's allega¬ 
tions. 

They contradicted assure 
ances by former RCMP com¬ 
missioner W. L. HIggitt and 


former security’ service direc¬ 
tor John Starnes, who are 
now retired. 

If there was any truth to the 
corporal's allegation, "we will 
have to take further action." 

“I am still going on tite as¬ 
sumption that the RCMP acts 
constantly within the frame¬ 
work of the law and that the 
incident in Montreal was an 
aberration, an exception .. 

Broadbent asked why Tru¬ 
deau was willing to accept as¬ 
surances tiiat the incident was 
isolated from the same RCMP 
sources which "refused to tell 


a series of solicitors-general 
of their own illegal activity.” 

"I am not just taking the 
RCMP commissioner’s word 
fop it," Trudeau replied. "We 
are looking into every possi¬ 
ble accusaticii put forth from 
any source on either side of 
the House or across the 
country.” 

SdicitorOeneral Fox told 
Conservative Frank Oberle 
that he turned over to Ontario 
authorities information from 
Oberle about a 1970 burglary 
of the offices of Prajds Oorp.'

OTTAWA (CP) — Canada 
and the U.S. have reached an 
understanding on West Coast 
fisheries problems that is part 
of what is expeoted to be an 
intensified effort to reexmeile 
differences between the two 
countries on fisheries rela¬ 
tions, fislieries ofticais said 
Wednesday. 

The understanding means 
Canada has temporarily sus¬ 
pended a cabinet order clos¬ 
ing the shrimp fishery off 
Vancouv’er Island to both Ca¬ 
nadian and U.S. fishermen. 

In return, the U.S. recog¬ 
nizes that its regulations on 
salmon fishing off its west 
coast "have caused a loss of 
income to Canadian salmon 
fishermen.” 

The cabinet order, issued 
last Friday, would have . 
closed the shrimp fisheiy im¬ 
mediately. The closing will 
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OTTAWA (CP) — Energy 
Minister Alastair Gillespie 
plans to announce today that 
prices will increase by 7 cents 
a gallon for gasoiline and 6.2 
cents for home-heating oil in 
the next year. 

The increase — resulting 
from a $2 addition to the price 
of a barrel of crude oil — will 
come in equal stages July 1 
and Jan. 1. But they are not 
expected to be passed wi to 
consumers umi] at 1 e a s t 60 
days beyond those dates. 

Gillespie confirmed he will 
be tabling documents in the 
Oimmons at 3 p.m. today, but 
declined to discuss what tlie 
price increases nvIU be. 

However, other energy 
sources said the Increases will 
remain at $1 a barrel July I 
and another $1 next Jan, 1, 
the figures accepted by Otta¬ 
wa and seven of the provinces 
in negotiations last month. 


Meanwhile, a related an¬ 
nouncement of a new $1.5 Ul- 
lion program of grants and 
loans to help reinsulate exist¬ 
ing homes will be outlined by 
the minister early next week. 

Gillespie, a strong adv'ocate 
oi such a program, said last 
month he might not be able to 
get the funds for such a pro¬ 
posal at a time of government 
spending restraint. 

But the government has de¬ 
cided to introduce the pro¬ 
gram gradually, lessening the 
financial impact of such 
spending in any one year. 

Ottawa says the price in¬ 
creases are needed bmh to en¬ 
courage greater energy con¬ 
servation as well as provide 
funds to boost exploratiim for 
new supplies of oil and natu¬ 
ral gas. 

But in the last year the gov¬ 
ernment has been under pres¬ 
sure from the provinces to 


use some of the revenue from 
higher prices to finance con¬ 
servation prograons. 

Energy department c^icials 
said by reinsulating homes, 
heating bills would be reduced 
and the savings used to help 
pay the electrical bills.

— John Mitchell, <Kice the top 
law-anforcement officer in. the 
United states, was greeted by 
jeering prisoners when he ar¬ 
rived at a nearby federal pris¬ 
on camp Wednesday to begin 
a sentence for his role In the 
Watergate coverup. 

"They got you now. Big 
John. They got you now,” sev¬ 
eral prisoners ^vnited as Mit¬ 
chell, who was attomey-~ 
general under president Rich¬ 
ard Nixon, emerged from the 
back seat of a dark blue Ca¬ 
dillac. Mitchell is the only 
U.S. attorney-general ever 
:«cnt to jail 

"You're nothing but another 
convict with a number now,” 
the prisoners shouted. But it 
wee dotditful that Mitchell 
heard them as he made his

way to the administration 
building where he checked in 
just 95 minutes before the 
deadline set by a federal 
judge. 

Mitchell changed from his 
daiic green pinstriped suit into 
prison-issued li^t brown shirt 
and dark brown pants. 

Mitchell is the 25th and 
probaUy last penion to be im¬ 
prisoned in oonneetten with 
OK eegen cim 
30-month to 8-year tmn a day 
after former White House 
chief <3t staff H. R. Haldeman 
entered a similar Institutkm 
for the same length of time in 
California. 

The two men, along with 
former Nixon domestic ad¬ 
viser John Erllchman, who al¬ 
ready is in prison in Arizona, 
were convicted for conspiracy 
to <4>8tn>ct justice, obstruc¬ 


tion of justice and lying under 
oath. 

In convicting Mitchell, Hal¬ 
deman and Ehrliohman on 
New Year’s Day. 1975, the 
jury found a massive conspir¬ 
acy to hide White House in¬ 
volvement in the Watergate 
break-in June 17, 1972 •— at a 
time when Nixmi's re-election 
campaign got into high gear. 

Although he denied it, tes¬ 
timony was that Mitchell au¬ 
thorized a $250,000 tndget tor 
political intelligence, includ¬ 
ing the break-in at Democrat¬ 
ic party headquarters. Oie of 
the perjury counts against 
Mitchell was that he lied 
about that to the grand jury. 
He was also convicted of tying 
kboiit this knowledge of the 
intelligence being gathered 
and with participating in a 
scheme to pay hush money to 
the burglars.

Mobile homes 


Space need 
ignored 
by councils 



Laat of three parte

When Herb Stark and his 
neighbors found that they 
were atXHit to be tossed out of 
their mobile home park, they 
started looking for other sites 
for their motile homes. 

And that was when they 
realized the emergency situa* 
tion facing mobile home 
ONVTiers in the Capital Region. 

A recent survey of 45 mo¬ 
bile home parks showed vir¬ 
tually no vacancies other than 
empty sites reserved for mo* 
bile home sales companies. 

Stark started chasing from 
agency to agency, trying to 
find some help. 

But the provincial govern¬ 
ment told him to approach the 
region, and the region told 
him to go to the provincial 
government, and he began to 
wonder if he would have to 
live on the roadside. 

Finally, with the help of Es- 
quimalt MLA Lyle Kahl, re- 
^onal and provincial repre¬ 
sentatives sat down to discuss 
the matter. 

That was in the early spring 
and to date Staric still has 
nowhere to go. 

There has been some 
progress, however, as a result 
of toe meetings. 

A bylaw which will regulate 
and set standards for mobile 
home parks is in the wwks at 
the regional level, and once 
that Is passed toe board will 
be studjing some applicatiems 
to build mobile home parks. 

The old stigma against mo¬ 
bile homes remains, however. 

Typically the matter of pro- 
\iding mobile home sites was 
turned over to the unorganized 
areas to the west which al¬ 
ready have all but three of 
the region’s mobile home 
pazhs. Municipal represent¬ 
atives were invited to the pro¬ 
vincial-regional meetings, but 
failed to show’ up. 

And even the directors who 
did attend toe meetings 
seemed to have difficulty ac¬ 


cepting toe concept of mobile 
home parks. 

View Royal's Pat Massy for 
instance, who had had no dif¬ 
ficulty accepting the idea of 
178 townhousM, most them 
with zero lot lines, crowded 
onto. 17 acres in \^ew Royal. 
w*as opposed to the idea of 
allowing large mobile home 
parks for up to 200 mobile 
homes. 

The fault does not lie entire¬ 
ly with regional directors, 
however. 

Part of the problem lies In 
the fact that it is hard to find 
a mobile home park in the 
region that is properly laid 
out, and an attractive place to 
live. 

One answer to that, says 
regional planner Jim Master- 
ton, is a pilot project in the 
region, to show what can be 
d(me to provide sites for mo¬ 
bile homes. 

Edmonton had been 
successful with such a project 
which integrated mobile 
homes with conventicmal 
housing in a large subdivision. 

At first, Masterton said, 
city authorities did not know’ 
what call there would be for 
toe sites, so in planning the 
subdivisi<»i areas were set 
aside to provide sites in small 
cul-de-sacs. 

“The sites were filled, and 
the two types of housing com¬ 
pletely integrated. TTrat type 
of thing can be deme quite 
easily as long as you have 
good regulaticms to cover ad¬ 
ditions, porches, skirting, etc. 

“Mobile home residents are 
really not transients, and on 
good sites toey put in their 
landscaping. and they're 
happy to stay put.” 

Masteiion pointed out that 
even in the Victoria area 
wiicre most parks were less 
than perfect, people stayed in 
parks for several years. 

A sun-ey- of local parks 
showed that while the average 
stay in some w’as only two to 
three years, some had oc-

cupants staying up to 20 
years. 

Another possible solution, 
Masterton said, would be for 
parks to be stmta-titled — 
that is, the land could be 
owned by the residents. 

“People who own their own 
land have security* and pride 
of ownership, and that all 
makes for stabili^.’’ he said. 

“Municipalities have always 
fallen into a dilemma in deal¬ 
ing with mobile homes," Mas¬ 
terton continued. 

“They can treat the mobile 
home as part of the housing 
market — simply as conven- 
ticnal housing — and apply 
the same standards in terms 
of lot size, set backs and oth¬ 
er planning requirements. 

“As often as iK>t the prac¬ 
tical result of such policy has 
been you don’t have any mo¬ 
bile iKwnes because they seem 
, to be unable to compete In the 
open market with conven¬ 
tional housing. 

“On the other hand if they 
relax standards of site devel¬ 
opment to attract mobile 
home development, then they 
are saying mobile homes are 
not like part of toe cemven- 
tional housing market, and 
therefore their prejudice is 
being manifested in their leg- 
islaticm. 

“That is a paraderx." 

Kahl said he was disap¬ 
pointed at the lack of munici¬ 
pal reaction to the plight of 
mobile home owners. 

“Tlie onus has been put <x\ 
the unorganized areas, but 
they don’t have toe sewered 
land for mobile home parks. 
Something more might be 
done if a more flexible look is 
. taken at altiemate methods of ” 
sewage disposal, periiaps with 
small treatment plants to 
serve individual parks. 

\ “But primarily all the ser¬ 
viced land that could accom¬ 
modate mobile homes is with¬ 
in the municipal areas. 

“I doubt if Victoria. Esqui¬ 


mau or Oak Bay could do 
much because they have little 
vacant land, but Saanich. 
Central and North Saanich 
and Sidney could well take 
part in discussions and see 
what land they could make 
available." 

Kahl noted that parks In the 
Saanich Peninsula are all on 
Indian reserve lands. 

“We have to provide the oiv 
poitunity for pec^le to have 
their own homes, and the mo 
bile home is one good method 
of doing that. 

“I have the feeling that 
most of the people opposed to 
mobile home parks have 
rever even been inside a mo 
bile home." 

Kahl said the municipalities 
should understand their re¬ 
gional responsibilities and 
help to 8c4ve the problems 
fac^ by people who want to 
buy mobile homes. 

"Certainly some municipal¬ 
ities have the land, and it it 
means rez(Xiing then so be it 

“The directors from the 
western community are fac¬ 
ing up to their respon.si-. 
bilities, and it is up to toe 
others to help." 

Kahl agreed with Masterton 
that a pilot project could help 
toe situation, not only in pro 
\iding space for some homes* 
but in showing the kind of 
parks that could be developed 
with good planning. 

But he said he doubted mu- 
nicipalitJes were concerned 
about solving the problems of 
people with low'-cost housing. 

“They are more interested 
in building up their tax rolls, 
and they certainly can get 
more from a 8200,000 house 
than a 820.000 rrxtoiie home. 
'Hiej' are not really interested 
in providing a sendee to peo¬ 
ple in need of less expensive 
forms of housing." 


Islands Trust foes gain points with premier

With the Islands Trust in 
dissension. Premier Bennett 
Tuesday gave some regional 
board officials the impression 
that he might even consider 
abandoning the trust. 

Both Bennett and Municipal 
Affairs Mnister Hugh Curtis 
refused to discuss a meeting 
they had with representatives 
ot seven regional boards, but 
the representati\'es said they 
were satisfied wdth toe meet¬ 
ing. 

“The premier was interest¬ 
ed in our point of view that 
toe whole thing could be sim¬ 
plified if the Islands Trust 
was abandoned," Peter 
Hoembert of the Sunshine 
Coast Regional Board said. 

'‘He indicated that he might 
be ready to review even 
that. ' 


Meanwihile. within the trust, 
one ot the elected represent- 
aitives has clashed with one of 
toe appointed representatives, 
and another has asked that 
oOTtemplated amendments to 
the Islands Tru.'tt legisla¬ 
tion be dropped. 

In a letter to his fellow Is¬ 
lands Tntst trustees. Terrence 
Hanna of Gabriola Island said 
he W’as deeply troubled over 
internal dissension within the 
trust 

Hanna ^id that on Gabrio¬ 
la, subdividing is reaching 
excessive proportions, "for 
purely speculative inter¬ 
ests." while the draft commu¬ 
nity plan has not progressed. 

“I am sufficiently alarm¬ 
ed," he said, “that I am writ¬ 
ing direct to the minister tor 
a moraioiium by order-in- 
council, on in stream and fut¬ 
ure subdividing until the com- 


rmmity jdan is accepted by 
the people of Gabriola." 

There has been, he said in 
his letter, a difference of opin¬ 
ion between himself and ap¬ 
pointed trustee Neldor Boul¬ 
ton. 

“The difference of c^inion 
in my mind stems from Nel- 
dor's cemviction it is too late 
to save the island, and that 
his e.xcavating business re¬ 
quires a growing population 
as rapidly as possible." 

Hanna suggested that a 
trust council, with power to 
make decisions would be a 
possible answer to the ques¬ 
tion of electoral account- 
abi]it>’. 

“I do not wish to sec the 
trust go dow’n the drain, but I 
have talked to three directors 
from different regional dis¬ 
tricts and their intensity 


about disbanding the trust 
alarms me," he said. 

Democratic accountability 
was also the theme of a letter 
to the premier from Salt 
Spring Island trust member 
Oiarles Longeuay. 

He poineed out that at 
present elected represent¬ 
atives can be outvoted by the 
three provincially appointed 
members on any matter. 

There are 26 elected 
members to the trust from 
v’arious islands, and three 
general appointed members. 
Trust meetings, however, are 
on the local level, with com¬ 
mittees that consist ’ of the 
three general members, and 
the twno local elected repre¬ 
sentatives £r(»n the island 
cOTicemed. 

Matters that affect more 


than cme island are decided 
solely by the three appointees. 

Proposed amendments to 
toe Islands Trust Act would 
put land planning and zoning 
into the hands of the trust, 
which currently deals with 
such matters wily after re¬ 
gional governments have 
dealt with them. 

“Removing the land use 
authority from the regional 
boards and vesting it in the. 
trust gives all the power to 
three appointed trustees, who 
could c<xiceivably (if they so 
chose) form a dictatorship 
either now or in the future,” 
toe letter said. 

“I am concerned that our 
elected member, Hugh Curtis, 
for whom I campaigned very 
strongly in his election, stated 
publicly that he opposed ap¬ 


pointed trust officials, and 
preferred elected represent¬ 
atives. His actions to date do 
not coincide with his re¬ 
marks." 

Adding additional planning 
and zoning pow*ers to the trust 
would do nothing to stream¬ 
line the planning process, 
since servicing responsibility 
still lay with the regional 
boards. 

“The premier indicated he 
would review toe matter with 
toe minister and think about 
it. but he wouldn’t give any 
answers today." 

Chairman James Campbell 
of toe Capital Region Board 
said toe premier had been in¬ 
terested in the comp]e.xity the 
planned amendments w-ould 
introduce to island {^aiming.

CALGARY (CP) — A sound 
investment climatte is re¬ 
quired if Canada is to avoid a 
financial crunch in the next 10 
years, Ilowiand Frazee of 
Montreal, president-elect of 
The Royal Bank of Canada, 
said Wednesday. 

Frazee. also president of 
the Chadian Bankers* Asso¬ 
ciation. told the Calgary 
Chamber ot Oammerce that 
recent studies indicate ttiat 
Canada’s cumulative capital 
requirements to 1985 will like¬ 
ly exceed $680 billion, about 
per cent of the gross na¬ 
tional product. 

“We cannot regulate the fi¬ 
nancial system for political 
purposes end at the same 
time expect it to allocate capi¬ 
tal in an efficient manner,’ he 
said. 

“The nnanclal ssrstem is al¬ 
ready laboring under the 
weight of a number of ar^ 
tificial c(»straints which 
make it extremely difficult to 
tap effectively the high levels 
of personal sayings in this 
country.” 

Frazee told the chamber of 
increasing government inter¬ 
vention in the functioning of 
the financial system and the 
competition for capital for 
non-income generating social 
programs, warning that 
‘■without the effective and un¬ 
encumbered intermediation of 
savings by banks, insurance 
companies, etc., a financial 
crunch could be imminent 
within the next 10 years.”

POINTE AU PTC, Qup 
(CP)- — TTie incoming ohair- 
man of the Investment 
Dealen Association of Cana¬ 
da said Wednesday that undue 
restraints on ootporate iproflts 
make for an unhealthy econ- • 
omy. 

Robera Wyman, who is also 
president of Pemberton Se¬ 
curities Ltd., Vancouver, told 
the association’s annual meet¬ 
ing that corporate profits 
have suffered badly in Cana¬ 


da in the last two years, lag¬ 
ging behind those in the Unit¬ 
ed States. 

Corporate profits declined 
in Canada in 1075 and did not 
growr in 1876, a situation that 
places them below 1874 levels, 
Wyman said. 

In the U.S., meanwhile, 
similar after-tax profits grew 
to $77 billion last year — 10 
per cent higher than in 1974 
and 30.5 per cent higher than 
in 1975, he added. 


”lf we want a healthy 
investment climate and if we 
want a dynamic and growing 
economy, we must all speak 
out for a healthy prtvate sec¬ 
tor with growing corporate 
profits. 

“Tlie fact that capital for¬ 
mation, which in turn means 
growing employment, is di¬

Mining firms seek 
common policy goal 


TORONTO (CP) — The 
Mining Association of Canada 
called on the federal and pro¬ 
vincial governments Wednes¬ 
day to get together on policies 
related to non-petroleum dev¬ 
elopment. 

In a report submitted to 
both levels of government, the 
association recommended the 
federal department of mergy, 
mines and resources initiate 
steps for a conference of 
Prime Minister Trudeau and 
the provincial premiers.

John Patersem, 64. of 226 
Michigan, was found not 
guilty Wednesday in Victoria 
county Court after a trial on 
twp charges of gross in¬ 
decency and one of harboring 
a boy under 14. 

Judge E. J. C Stewart said 
he heard "eridence of a par¬ 
ticularly revolting nature," 
and ne^ed time since its cem- 
clusicm several weeks ago to 
approach his decision dispas¬ 
sionately. 

He noted that, because of 
the abeence of some evidence 
he thought might have been 
produced, and the fact that 
some evidence w'as clearly 
prejudicial and had to be ig¬ 
nored. he was left with only 
the evidence of two boys, <Mie 
of them still a young ^Id in 
the legal sense. 

They had described what 
had happened in the accused's 
dwelling place last Feb. 14, 
but evidence by the >’ounger 
boy (13) needed corro^ration 
by the older boy (14), whose 
e^ence Stewart found unsa¬ 
tisfactory. 

He described the older boy 
as "ahnost frightening’’ and 
on his way to becoming har¬ 
dened. 

"I hav’e no doubt something 
was going on in this place 
that shouldn’t hav'e ^en 
going on, and probably of a 
criminal nature.” Stewart 
said. 

"But on this undependable 
evidence Tm ... compelled to 
find you not guilty." 

The Judge said there were 
disturbing features in the evi¬ 
dence and some apparent 
gaps. 'There were people 
named who were not really 
identified and who did not ap¬ 
pear as witnesses; a w*oman 
was mentioned but not 
named, he noted, and asked, 
"What kind of an establish¬ 
ment was this upstairs?"

The Cardinals were bom in

first season. Since then 
they've added sL\ regional 
championships, seven state 
championships and four U.S. 
championships. They won the 
M'orld title in 1955 and 1958. 
were runners-up in 1936 and 
1962. finished third in the 
M’orld In 1959 and M'ere fourth 
in 1961. 

The team operated coniinu- 
uusiy through to (he end of 


the 1973 season, hut didn't 
ojYcrate in 1974 and 1975. 

Revived in 1976, the Cardi¬ 
nals surprised the top 41.S- 
teams by winning the national 
championship the first year 
back. 

They posted a 31-15 record 
in the regular season, finish¬ 
ing a distant second to 1975 
I'.S. champion Billard Sun- 
ners of Reading. Pa., and losf 


their first game of the region¬ 
al championshiijs. But they 
M-ent undefeated the rest of 
the way to take the regional 
“TOTtJ national titles. The (Ordi¬ 


nals won 11 sU'aight games, 
five in the national tour¬ 
nament. ulK're they played 
errorless ball and alloMed 
only one run. 


Seattle Slew tells owners 
he’s ready, raring to race

Slew apparently does not need 
a vacation. 

"We want to do what the 
horse wants to do/’ co-owner 
Mickey Taylor said this week. 
"He’s telling us he wants to 
keep going." 

Therefore, the first un¬ 
defeated Triple Crown winner 
win probably seek his 10th 
straight victory July 3 at Hol¬ 
lywood Park in Los Angeles* 
in the Swaps Stakes. "It’s not 
definite yet." Taylor said. 

"It depends on how he 
works Thursday. But he looks 
great, squealing an bucking, 
doing so good it seems a 
crime to stop him." 

After Slew's easy victoiy in 
the Belmont Stakes 11 days 
ago, Taylor and coowner Jim 
Hill announced that he would 
be rested at least until the 
Aug. 20 Travers at Saratoga. 
"But now we might rum him 
right through the summer," 
Taylor said. "We’re not clos¬ 
ing any door." 


Taylor and Hill agree that 
they miscalculated on two 
points. The first was how 
much the Triple Crown serie.s. 
three long races at different 
tracks in five weeks. wtMild 
take out of Seattle Slew. 

"At the time we felt it was 
a pretty rough go. ” Hill said, 
"^t the Belmcait was an ex¬ 
ercise, nothing more, and he 
came out of it relaxed and 
happy." 

Hill said that they also mis¬ 
judged the training schedule. 

"TVhen he thought it over 
we realized he didn’t have 
lime to unwind the horse and 
then crank him up again. This 
i; a very difficult horse to 
keep at half-speed. You eidier 
have to train him or stop him 
If you train him you might as 
well race him: They're hang¬ 
ing up plenty of money." 

lYte Swaps was originally 
scheduled as a 3200.000 race. 
However. Ho)l>’wxiod Park an¬ 


nounced that it would make 
the purse 3300,000 U Seattle 
Slew entered. 

Despite the change of plans, 
there is no chance that Slew* 
will meet seven-year-old 
Forego before September. 

"We'd like to s’tay with the 
three-yea!M)]ds. and take that 
advantage as long as he can." 
mil said. 

The Swaps* and other major 
summer races for three-year- 
olds are run under allowance 
conditions, weight depending 
on money won. 

Seattle Slew would carry 
126 fxounds. as he did in the 
Triple 'Crown races, making 
only eight concessions to his 
opponents. If he were racing 
against older horses, the 
weight wxiuld be assigned by 
the track handicapper. 

"They’d pile the Umpire 
State Gilding on Slew." Hill 
said.

The bylaw included regula- . 
tions for setbacks fron^ the 
sea, along with watercourses, 
lakes, and s^^•amps, and 
Compoell fjcinted out that 
most of the coastline of the 
CUtf Islands is 100 feet or so 
above sea level, and tlte sea is 
not expected to flood in any 
case. 

The regulations had been 
suggested by ^e municipal 
affairs department, and utmld 
mean that regional rezoning 
bylaws would not have to be 
sent over to the water re¬ 
sources branch before provin¬ 
cial approval could be grant- 
ed. 

*T know those idiots in the 
water resources branch will 
obstruct every bylaw until we 
put this nF^sense into our 
general zoning bylaw,” Camp¬ 
bell said. 

A bylaw to rezone some 
commercially-zoned land on 
Guliono Island to residential 


hud uecn held up in the 
branch ior seven months "be- 
vjuse on this steeply sloping 
land we don't h'kve Hood con¬ 
trol . ■ ’ 

C’liallenged abput his opin¬ 
ion of branch personnel. 
Campbell said: *T have spo¬ 
ken to the water resources 
branch and found that there is 
good foundatifjn for the opin¬ 
ion I have of them. 

He had talked, he said, to 
various people In the branch 
“including one w-ho is an al¬ 
derman from Oak Bay — 
Doug Watts, and on this sub¬ 
ject he is remarkably obtuse.

Hargreaves and her brother. 

Grabbing his clothes, Haiv 
greaves said he di-essed but 
couldn’t find his boots and on 
checking his pant.s found “my 
money was gone.” 

Wtwicky had said he fell 
asleep on the couch and some¬ 
time in the night when the 
room was dark he saw a per¬ 
son come down the apartment 
hall into the livingroom. He 
said he greeted the person, 
who replied and proceeded to 
put a record on the stereo set 
■before Witwicky dropped back 
to sleep. 

When he next awoke he said 
the person was into Dawn’s 
purse. “I lay there pretending 
I was alseep." 

A^ the person went tor the 
door, the witness said he got 
\ip and said, “If you leave. 
I’m going to call the police." 
but there was no reply and 
the person left. 

He said he assumed it had 
been someone named Butch, 
who he had met at a party 
about two w'eeks earlier. 

Hargreaves identified Butch- 
as the accused, George 
Clause, which was corrobo¬ 
rated by- Dawn Jory'- and by 
defence witness Gary Hanko, 
of Burnaby, formerly erf Vic¬ 
toria.

Gasoline, heating oil 
price hike news today 
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OTTAWA (CP) — Energy 
Minister Alastair Gillespie 
plans to announce today that 
prices will increase by seven 
cents a gallon for gasoline and 
6.2 cents for home-heating oil 
in the next year. 

The increase — resulting 
from a $2 addition to the price 
of a barrel of crude oil — will 
come in equal stages July 1 
and Jan. 1. But they are not 
expected to be passed wi to 
consumers until at 1 e a s t 60 
days beyond those dates. 

Gillespie confirmed he will 
be tabling documents in the 
Commons at 3 p.m. today, but 
declined to discuss what the 
price increases will be. 

However, other energy 
sources said the increases will 
remain at $1 a barrel July 1 
and another $1 next Jan. 1, 
the figures accepted by Otta¬ 
wa and seven of the provinces 
in negotiaticms last month. 


Meanwhile, a related an¬ 
nouncement of a new J1.3 bil¬ 
lion program of grants and 
loans to help reinsulate exist¬ 
ing homes will be outlined by 
the minister early next week. 

Gillespie, a strong advocate 
of such a program, said last 
month he might not be able to 
get the funds for such a pro¬ 
posal at a time of government 
spending restraint. 

But the government has de¬ 
cided to introduce the pro¬ 
gram gradually, lessening the 
financial impact of such 
spending in anv one year.

and Saanich police. 

Lapointe escaped from 
the jail by hopping a 
three^bot fence only two 
days after he had been* 
sentenced to a year for. a 
series of Victoria break- 
ins and other offences. 

It was the fourth jail- 
break from the €3-year- 
old institution since De¬ 
cember. 

The escape was reported 
at 7:55 p.m. after a head 
count. 

Saanich police concen¬ 
trated their early search 


on the vicinity of the jail 
and were enii^ng the aid 
of on RCMP tracking dog 
from Nanaimo. The dog 
arrived by helicopter at 
10:35 p.m. 

If the usual description 
doesn't lead to Lapointe's 
arrest police believe he 
could be trUiped up by 
something else — an "un¬ 
usual tattoo” of a miss 
between the thumb and 
forefinger on his left 
hand. 

Lapointe, whose birth- 
piace is listed as Boise, 
IdajK), came to Victoria in 
May as a midway worker 
with the carnival set up 
for the Jaycee Fair. He 
strayed from the midway 
long enough to get himseU 
in trouble with Victoria 
police. 

Judge Blake Allan sen¬ 
tenced him in Victoria 
Provincial Court Monday 
to five concurrent terms 
of 12 months vid three

and one count each of 
being unlawfully In a 
dwelling hcose and 
possession of a stolen 
pawn ticket and money. 

Lapointe, who pleaded 
guil^, isn't considered 
dangerous. 

He is described as five- 
feet-U-inches tall, 160 
pounds, with straight 
brown hair, Mue eyes and 
fair comMcxlon. He was 
wearing institutional 
clothes, which included 
daric green pants, a light 
green shirt with long 
sleeves, and black shoes.

Beware sting of '^bank inspectors’ 


Victoria city jxilice are 
warning Greater Victoria citi¬ 
zens, particularly elderly peo¬ 
ple, to be (m the lookout for 
con artists wbo may be reviv¬ 
ing the old "bank inspector 
game” in this area. 

Chief Jack Gregory of the 
Victoria city police, in a letter 
this week to aJl bank officials 
and employees, described the 
racket which is usually 
worked by groups of two to 
five men. 

The men move into town, 
check into a motel and begin 


by gathering information on 
prospective victims, usually 
elderly cguples or widow’s, by 
checking the city directory or 
voters’ lists at municipal of¬ 
fices. 

After obtaining such infor¬ 
mation as names, addresses, 
telephone numbers and mari¬ 
tal status, one of the group, 
posing as a bank inspector, 
phones the victim and gets in- 
forhiation about his or ber ac¬ 
count, branch and bank ac¬ 
count number as well aa the 
balance. 


Aft^ finding out that the 
bank balance is sufficient for 
his purposes, the phoney bank 
inspector tells the victim that 
there is an investigation going 
on over a didionest employee 
at the bank and asks for the 
victim's assistance in the 
case. 

The con artist Mfers com¬ 
plete assurance of secrecy in 
the investigation and may 
even offer a cash reward to 
the victim- 

He then, instructs the victim 
to go to the bank, withdraw a 


sizable amount of cash — 
usually more than $1,000 -- 
and either meet someone on 
the street outside the bank or 
return home where the bank 
inspector will pick up the 
money for return to the bank. 

Once the money is turned 
over to the swindlers, the vic¬ 
tim nev’er sees it again. 

The crime is so sophisticat¬ 
ed that the gang will even 
have someone stand behind 
the victim in the lineup at the 
tellers' cage to see if anyone 


is questioning the tran 
or have <Mie of their 
watoh from a rt wr t ( 
aw’ay.
